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ANNUAL  REPORT 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONER 
Legislative  Pboposals,  1933 
The  Department  of  Education  presents  the  following  recommendations  for 
legislation  as  set  forth  in  the  drafts  of  bills  submitted  to  the  General  Court :  — 

I.  An  Act  relative  to  State  Reimbursement  of  Small  Towns  and  Transportation  of 
High  School  Pupils.  —  The  towns  in  this  group  are  compelled  by  law  to  expend 
for  transportation  an  amount  up  to  40  cents  per  day  per  pupil,  if  necessary.  The 
town  may  expend  more  than  this  amount.  The  reimbursement  under  the  above 
provision  is  not  based  on  any  amount  in  excess  of  40  cents  per  day. 

In  the  school  year  1930-31  there  were  114  towns  in  this  group.  One  hundred 
and  twelve  of  these  towns  received  from  the  State  full  reimbursement  for  trans- 
portation up  to  40  cents  per  pupil  for  each  day  of  actual  attendance;  1  town 
received  reimbursement  for  three-fourths;  and  1  town  for  one-half  of  the  expen- 
diture up  to  40  cents  per  pupil  for  each  day  of  attendance.  Of  the  112  towns 
mentioned  above  which  received  full  reimbursement  up  to  40  cents  per  day  per 
pupil,  76  received  additional  reimbursement  for  the  transportation  of  pupils  who 
lived  more  than  three  miles  from  the  school  they  were  entitled  to  attend  and  who 
could  not  reach  the  school  except  in  some  manner  other  than  by  steam  or  electric 
railroad,  or  other  public  conveyance.  These  towns  are  reimbursed  for  three- 
fourths  of  the  excess,  if  any,  that  they  expend  for  a  pupil's  transportation  or  board, 
or  both,  above  40  but  not  above  80  cents  for  each  day  of  actual  attendance. 

The  Department  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  better  policy  for  the  State  not  to 
bear  the  entire  cost  of  transportation  of  pupils  in  any  town  to  high  school.  The 
purpose  of  the  proposed  bill  is  to  scale  down  the  reimbursement  for  transportation 
so  that  no  town  will  receive  full  payment  for  this  service. 

II.  An  Act  extending  the  Benefits  of  Free  University  Extension  Courses  to  Inmates 
of  County  Correctional  Institutions.  —  In  1930  the  General  Court  authorized  the 
offering  of  free  University  Extension  courses  to  persons  in  county  and  State  hos- 
pitals and  sanatoria,  and  Federal  hospitals  situated  within  the  Commonwealth. 
It  has  been  found  that  many  prisoners  in  county  correctional  institutions  desire 
to  take  such  courses  with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Correction.  The 
same  opportunity  maj"^  be  extended  to  them  that  is  now  enjoyed  by  inmates  of  the 
State  correctional  institutions.  It  is  recommended  that  the  law  be  amended  so 
that  such  courses  will  be  available  free  to  inmates  of  county  as  well  as  State  cor- 
rectional institutions. 

The  Yeak's  Progress  in  Education 

The  principal  effort  in  education  during  the  past  year  has  been  to  maintain  its 
position  without  detriment  to  the  interests  of  the  child.  No  school  in  Massachu- 
setts has  been  closed  and  no  child  has  been  denied  educational  opportunity. 

A  survey  of  the  355  towns  and  cities  of  the  State  shows  that  the  entering  age 
has  been  increased  in  sixteen  cases,  while  subject  offerings  in  music,  drawing, 
manual  arts,  domestic  arts,  and  physical  education  have  been  curtailed  in  113 
cities  and  towns.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  has  been  a  curtailment 
rather  than  an  elimination  of  subjects. 

The  length  of  the  school  year  has  been  reduced  in  but  33  instances.  In  prac- 
tically aU  of  these  cases  the  school  year  was  much  longer  than  that  required  by 
law.  A  considerable  saving  has  been  made  by  a  readjustment  of  classes  so  that 
the  class  registration  has  been  increased.  This  has  been  done  in  118  towns  and 
cities  and  431  teaching  positions  eliminated.  In  82  towns  and  cities,  small  units 
have  been  eliminated  and  the  children  transferred  to  larger  schools.  Two  hundred 
and  eighty-three  teaching  positions  have  been  made  unnecessary  in  this  way. 
In  144  towns  and  cities  the  salaries  of  teachers  have  been  reduced,  while  in  124 
towns  and  cities,  teachers  have  made  contributions  to  public  welfare  or  to  the 
community  in  lieu  of  salary  reductions.  The  contribution  made  by  the  latter 
group  will  total  between  two  and  one-half  and  three  million  dollars  for  the  current 
year. 
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In  266  towns  and  cities,  appropriations  for  textbooks,  supplies  and  repairs  have 
been  reduced  and  in  33  communities  the  amount  of  transportation  provided  has 
been  reduced.     The  program  of  studies  has  been  curtailed  in  but  26  communities. 

The  total  appropriations  by  the  towns  and  cities  in  1931  for  public  schools 
was  $75,819,791.  The  appropriation  in  1932  was  $72,414,494,  a  decrease  of  4.5%. 
The  appropriation  made  for  1933  is  $65,767,833,  which  makes  a  decrease  in  two 
years  of  13.3%.  From  the  latter,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  during 
the  current  year,  two  and  one-half  to  three  million  dollars  of  this  appropriation 
will  be  turned  back  in  the  form  of  contributions.  Of  the  $63,000,000  available  for 
expenditure  for  schools,  state-aid  and  other  incomes  amount  to  six  and  one-half 
million  dollars,  which  means  that  the  net  cost  of  the  public  schools  to  the  local 
communities  for  1933  will  not  be  far  from  $56,500,000. 

The  enrolment  in  the  schools  has  increased  materially,  particularly  in  the  high 
school.  There  are  more  than  twice  as  many  post-graduate  students  enrolled  in 
high  schools  during  the  present  year  than  is  usually  the  case.  By  careful  planning 
on  the  part  of  the  Massachusetts  school  authorities,  we  are  offering  educational 
opportunities  to  greater  numbers  than  ever  before  at  decreased  cost. 

Many  bills  were  presented  to  the  State  Legislature  which  would  have  proved 
injurious  to  education  if  they  had  been  enacted  into  law.  I  am  happy  to  state, 
however,  that  at  this  time  all  proposed  legislation  that  would  have  affected  educa- 
tion adversely  has  been  defeated. 

The  legislature  has  granted  the  department  the  amount  of  money  requested 
for  the  fiscal  year  for  the  maintenance  of  teachers  colleges,  the  Massachusetts 
State  College,  the  textile  schools,  and  the  nautical  school. 


DIVISION  OF  ELEMENTARY  AND  SECONDARY  EDUCATION  AND 
STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGES 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  FINANCE 

In  view  of  the  emergency  confronting  the  public  schools  as  a  result  of  decreasing 
revenues,  the  Commissioner  of  Education  in  the  summer  of  1932  appointed  a  com- 
mittee of  superintendents  of  schools  to  study  the  financial  situation  as  it  affects 
the  public  schools.  This  committee  was  made  up  of  the  following  members: 
Hector  L.  Belisle,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Fall  River,  Chairman;  Patrick  T. 
Campbell,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Boston;  Jason  0.  Cook,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Amherst;  John  J.  Desmond,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Chicopee; 
Farnsworth  G.  Marshall,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Maiden;  Burr  J.  Merriam, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Framingham;  Frank  A.  Scott,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Belmont;  Burr  F.  Jones,  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Education,  State 
Department  of  Education.  The  Committee  directed  its  attention  chiefly  to  two 
objects:  first,  to  find  and  interpret  the  facts  with  reference  to  the  increase  in  school 
costs;  and,  second,  to  secure  from  the  superintendents  of  schools  in  Massachusetts 
their  expressions  of  opinion  as  to  certain  school  practices,  procedures,  and  policies 
that  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  cost  of  public  education.  In  its  investigations  of 
school  costs  the  Committee  made  a  comparison  of  the  costs  of  education  with 
those  of  other  governmental  activities  using  the  figures  for  the  years  1913,  1921, 
and  1930,  these  years  being  chosen  as  representing  typical  years  before  the  World 
War,  immediately  after  the  World  War,  and  during  the  depression.  This  study 
was  divided  into  two  parts,  one  dealing  with  the  increase  in  the  expenditure  for 
operation,  and  the  other  with  the  increase  in  expenditure  for  outlays. 

Some  of  the  more  significant  findings  of  this  Committee  are  given  below. 

Expenditures  for  Operation  of  Local  Governmental  Units  in 
Massachusetts  in  1913,  1921,  and  1930 

The  total  expenditures  for  operation  by  all  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth, 
inclusive  of  expenditures  for  education,  for  the  three  years  were:

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During  this  period  the  population  of  the  State  grew  as  follows:

From  the  foregoing  it  appears  that  the  expenditures  for  operation  of  local  gov- 
ernmental units  in  Massachusetts  increased  217%  from  1913  to  1930,  whereas  the 
population  increased  but  26%  from  1910  to  1930.

The  expenditures  in  all  departments  showed  gains  in  1921  over  the  1913  figures 
ranging  from  67%  to  159%.  During  this  time  the  population  increased  about 
14%  and  the  index  of  the  cost  of  living  rose  from  100  in  1913  to  202  in  July  of  1920 
and  then  declined  to  about  163  in  1921.  From  1921  to  1930,  the  population 
increased  about  10%  and  the  cost  of  living  index  decreased  to  about  155.  Expen- 
ditures continued  to  increase  during  this  period  with  the  single  exception  of  the 
amount  for  soldiers'  benefits.  Welfare  agencies,  such  as  charities,  health,  educa- 
tion, libraries,  public  service  organizations,  and  recreation  showed  the  largest 
increases.

The  above  analysis  of  the  growth  of  per  capita  expenditures  for  operation  indi- 
cates that  the  striking  increase  revealed  in  the  earlier  tables  was  not  confined 
more  to  one  group  of  municipalities  than  to  another.  The  increase  was  State-wide 
in  scope,  the  experience  of  smaU  towns  being  quite  similar  to  that  of  the  larger 
towns  and  cities.

From  the  above  table  it  appears  that  the  largest  increases  in  outlays  occurred 
in  the  departments  of  charities,  education,  and  highways. 

The  outlay  for  education  in  1921  was  119%  greater  than  in  1913;  in  1930  it 
was  69%  greater  than  in  1921,  and  268%  greater  than  in  1913. 

The  growth  in  school  population  and  the  increased  costs  of  construction 
were  two  major  factors  in  the  greater  outlays  of  recent  years.  _  Another  con- 
tributing factor  was  the  disproportionate  growth  in  the  membership  of  the  junior 
and  senior  high  school  grades,  which  are  the  most  costly  to  house.

Growth  of  Public  School  Membership 
One  important  factor  in  the  growth  of  public  school  expenditure  the  Committee 
found  to  be  the  marked  increase  in  the  public  school  enrolments.  While  the 
elementary  schools  from  1913  to  1930  showed  a  steady  growth  comparable  to  the 
increase  in  population,  the  secondary  schools  showed  a  very  striking  increase. 
The  membership  in  1913-1914  was  69,033;  in  1930-31  the  number  had  increased 
to  164,133  or  137.8%  during  the  eighteen-year  period.  In  1931-1932  there  was  a 
further  gain  of  11,276,  making  an  increase  of  154.1%  in  nineteen  years.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  expense  of  high  school  education  in  1931-1932  was  $120  per 
pupil,  or  about  45%  greater  than  the  per-pupil  expense  of  elementary  education, 
the  tremendous  growth  in  the  high  school  enrolment  is  seen  to  have  been  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  the  increase  of  public  school  costs.

In  1931-32,  there  were  enrolled  in  three-year  high  schools  85,548  pupils;  in  four-year  high  schools, 
61,053;  in  junior  high  schools,  28,808. 

Summary  of  Findings  as  to  School  Costs 
Stated  very  briefly,  the  facts  as  to  the  increase  in  school  costs  are  as  follows: 
the  cost  of  operation  of  schools  increased  265%  from  1913  to  1930.  The  only 
departmental  expense  that  grew  more  rapidly  was  the  expense  for  charities,  which 
increased  433%.  The  operation  cost  of  all  departments  other  than  education 
increased  196%. 

In  expenditures  for  outlay,  education  ranked  second  to  highways  in  each  of  the 
years  1913,  1921,  and  1930.  Educational  outlay  in  1930  was  268%  higher  than 
in  1913. 
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In  seeking  the  reasons  for  these  marked  increases  in  expenditure  for  education, 
one  is  drawn  to  the  conclusion  that  there  are  two  major  causes: 

1.  The  increase  in  school  population  was  at  a  faster  rate  than  that  of  the 
entire  population.  From  1910  to  1930  the  entire  population  grew  approx- 
imately 26%.  From  1913  to  1930  the  elementary  school  population  grew 
23%  and  the  high  school  population  grew  138%.  As  a  result  of  this 
development  it  became  necessary  greatly  to  increase  the  teaching  force, 
to  enlarge  school  buildings,  to  construct  many  new  ones,  particularly 
junior  and  senior  high  schools,  and  to  expand  the  curriculum,  particularly 
in  the  secondary  grades,  in  order  satisfactorily  to  meet  the  varied  needs  of 
"all  the  children  of  all  the  people."  The  marked  increase  in  school  enrol- 
ment occurred  in  that  department  which  is  the  more  expensive  to  maintain, 
the  present  per-pupil  cost  in  the  last  four  years  of  the  public  school  course 
being  approximately  50%  greater  than  that  of  the  first  eight  years. 

2.  The  marked  increase  in  the  cost  of  materials  and  services  during  the  period 
1913  to  1930  was  the  second  major  cause  of  increasing  school  costs.  This 
phenomenon  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  depreciation  of  the  dollar. 
In  the  table  below  it  is  attempted  to  determine  how  far  the  increase  in 
school  costs  from  1913  to  1930  is  chargeable,  first,  to  increased  school 
enrolments  and  second,  to  the  changing  value  of  the  dollar.

It  is  evident  from  the  above  calculations  that  the  increased  attendance  in  the 
high  and  elementary  schools  and  the  depreciation  of  the  dollar  as  measured  by  its 
powers  to  purchase  the  necessaries  of  life  would  account  for  less  than  half  the 
increase  in  the  cost  of  education  from  1913  to  1930. 

A  further  analysis  showing  per-pupil  costs  of  each  of  the  several  items  of  the 
school  budget  in  1913,  1921,  and  1930  is  helpful  in  this  connection.  See  the 
following  table.

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From  the  table  above  it  appears  that  the  per-pupil  increase  in  the  school  budget 
for  1930  as  compared  with  1913  was  substantially  in  excess  of  the  increase  in  the 
general  cost  of  living.     A  comparison  of  the  two  may  be  shown  as  follows :

In  Table  XI  it  is  clearly  shown  that  the  major  item  in  the  school  budget  is 
teachers'  salaries,  this  accounting  for  about  70%  of  the  total.  The  per-pupil 
expenditure  for  teachers'  salaries  was  151%  higher  in  1930  than  in  1913,  the  per- 
pupil  cost  in  1930  other  than  salaries  being  144%  higher.  The  importance  of  the 
salary  factor  is  made  further  apparent  from  an  examination  of  the  table  below.

The  information  presented  in  the  foregoing  tables  serves  to  bring  out  into  clear 
relief  the  major  factors  operating  to  increase  school  costs;  namely,  (1)  higher 
salary  schedules  for  teachers;  (2)  higher  costs  of  all  services  and  materials  involved; 
(3)  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils,  this  being  at  a  much  greater  rate  than  the 
increase  in  the  population  generally  and  taking  place  to  a  much  greater  extent  in 
the  secondary  school  grades,  which  cost  most. 

It  is  rather  clear  that  the  most  important  single  factor  in  the  growth  of  school 
operation  costs  was  the  improvement  in  the  financial  status  of  the  teacher.  In 
1913  there  were  thousands  of  teachers  who  were  receiving  less  than  $500  a  year. 
To  a  considerable  extent  teachers  were  dependent  upon  other  resources  than  their 
salaries.  During  the  period  under  discussion,  particularly  during  the  war  and 
post-war  period,  teachers'  salaries  were  increased  markedly  so  as  to  meet  increased 
living  costs  and  to  check  the  very  disturbing  tendency  of  capable  teachers  to 
leave  teaching  for  the  more  adequate  emoluments  of  commercial  and  industrial 
employments.  Up  to  1930  teachers'  salaries  had  maintained  these  increases 
while  the  cost  of  living  was  receding.  Owing  to  the  improvement  which  has 
occurred  in  salaries,  many  teachers  are  able  to  live  on  their  earnings,  save  some- 
thing for  retirement,  and  make  the  expenditures  which  are  necessary  for  continued 
growth  in  professional  efficiency.  This  is  a  condition  which  should  be  permanent, 
as  it  is  the  only  guarantee  of  effective  teaching  service.  The  salaries  paid  teachers 
in  1930  cannot  be  regarded  as  high  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  90%  of  them  are 
graduates  of  college  or  normal  school,  that  our  requirements  for  professional 
preparation  are  constantly  being  raised,  and  that  we  desire  to  attract  to  the  teaching 
profession  the  most  capable  and  the  most  worthy  of  our  young  men  and  women. 
Massachusetts  could  ill  afford  to  entrust  the  training  of  her  youth  to  the  incom- 
petent or  to  the  less  competent. 

That  the  service  of  the  schools  has  been  greatly  strengthened  during  the  period 
1913  to  1930  cannot  be  questioned  by  any  one  conversant  with  the  facts.  The 
proportion  of  our  teachers  qualified  by  academic  and  professional  training  has 
increased  from  about  70%  to  about  90%  during  that  period.  The  standards  of 
our  State  teacher-training  institutions  have  been  raised.  Courses  three  and  four 
years  in  length  have  supplanted  the  earlier  courses  of  two  and  three  years.  The 
health  service  has  been  greatly  improved  through  the  employment  of  school  nurses 
in  all  communities  and  through  greatly  increased  attention  to  physical  education. 
The  school  curriculum  has  been  expanded  and  enriched  so  as  better  to  serve  the 
widely  differing  needs,  types,  and  interests  found  among  our  pupils  as  well  as  to 
serve  better  the  several  needs  of  every  individual  in  the  direction  of  physical, 
intellectual,  and  social  training. 

Opinions  of  Superintendents  of  Schools  as  to  Order  of  Retrenchments 
In  addition  to  its  study  of  increasing  school  costs,  the  Committee  sent  a  ques- 
tionnaire to  all  superintendents  of  schools  in  the  State  seeking  the  opinion  of 
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superintendents  as  to  what  retrenchments  could  be  made  with  least  injury  to  the 
school  when  and  where  retrenchments  should  become  necessary. 

Below  are  given  the  methods  of  retrenchment  mentioned  most  frequently  by 
superintendents  of  schools.  These  are  listed  in  the  descending  order  of  frequency. 
The  number  following  each  method  of  retrenchment  represents  the  average  position 
it  occupies  in  the  several  replies  in  which  it  was  included.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  Bureau  of  Physical  Education  has  been  instrumental  in  causing  communities 
throughout  the  State  to  consider  seriously  the  planning  for  the  recreation  of  their 
people,  so  as  to  meet  the  greater  leisure  time  need  that  is  pressing  upon  us.  The 
supervisor  addressed  more  than  65  organizations  and  conferences  during  the  year. 

Because  of  temporary  circumstances,  the  assistant  supervisor  of  physical  education 
was  stationed  on  the  Cape  for  the  year,  to  serve  part  of  the  time  at  the  Hyannis 
Teachers  College  and  the  remainder  of  the  time  in  the  various  towns  on  the  Cape. 
This  opportunity  was  used  to  assist  schools  in  organizing  or  re-organizing  programs 
of  health  and  physical  education.  It  was  possible  in  this  way  to  establish  intimate 
contacts  in  this  rather  restricted  area,  which  has  aroused  a  keen  response  from 
the  school  authorities.     Some  definite  and  constructive  things  have  been  achieved. 

Student-teacher  health  councils  have  been  established  in  a  number  of  schools, 
and  some  of  the  objectionable  athletic  practices  corrected.  After-school  mass 
participation  in  activities  has  been  organized,  and  the  service  in  remedial  exercises 
promoted. 

Physical  education  is  gradually  attaining  its  original  purpose,  which  is  to  affect 
all  children.  Where  formerly  only  small  groups  played  and  entertained  the 
mass,  now  the  mass  is  actively  engaged  in  activities  and  the  spectator  is  gradually 
becoming  the  actor. 

A  large  committee  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  is  completing 
new  courses  of  study  for  physical  education  to  cover  grades  one  to  three,  four  to 
six,  and  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 


CONFERENCES  AND  INSTITUTES 

Superintendents  of  Schools.  —  The  Eighteenth  Annual  Conference  of  Superin- 
tendents of  Schools  was  held  at  the  Bridgewater  State  Teachers  College  on  April 
20-22,  1932. 

The  principal  speakers  were  Dr.  Paul  R.  Mott,  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University,  and  Director  of  the  National  School  Finance  Survey;  and  William  G. 
Carr,  Director  of  Research  Division,  National  Education  Association.  The  sub- 
jects of  Dr.  Mott's  addresses  were:  "Fundamental  Principles  Underlying  Financial 
Support  of  Schools,"  "The  Financing  of  a  Highly  Cultural  Level  in  American 
Democracy,"  and  "Local  Control  and  Initiative  as  Related  to  Safeguarding  of 
Funds."  Mr.  Carr's  address  dealt  with  "Some  Economic  Principles  Basic  to 
School  Finance." 
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Round  Table  conferences  of  specific  groups  of  superintendents  were  held  at 
which  the  addresses  of  Dr.  Mott  and  Mr.  Carr  were  discussed.  Community 
singing  was  led  by  Frederick  W.  Archibald,  Framingham  State  Teachers 
College. 

Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  —  The  Annual  Conference  of  Principals  of 
Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  was  held  at  the  Framingham  State  Teachers 
College  on  April  26-28,  1932.  An  all-day  session  on  Wednesday,  April  27,  was 
held  by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Deans  of  Girls. 

The  principal  addresses  at  the  conference  were  as  follows :  — 

"A  Comparison  of  English  and  American  Secondary  Schools  —  Aims  and  Organ- 
ization" and  "A  Comparison  of  English  and  American  Secondary  Schools  — 
Subjects  and  Methods,"  by  Maurice  Roy  Ridley,  Professor,  Balliol  College,  Oxford 
University. 

"The  Professional  Training  of  Teachers  in  Secondary  Schools,"  "Maintaining 
the  Efficiency  of  Classroom  Teaching,"  and  "Measuring  the  Efficiency  of  Class- 
room Teaching,"  by  Clyde  M.  Hill,  Professor  of  Secondary  Education  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Education,  Yale  University. 

"Group  Guidance  in  Secondary  Schools,"  by  Richard  D.  Allen,  Lecturer  in  the 
Graduate  School  of  Education,  Harvard  University,  and  in  the  Graduate  Depart- 
ment, Brown  University. 

"Is  the  Junior  High  School  Organization  Superior  to  the  Conventional  Organ- 
ization," by  Francis  T.  Spaulding,  Associate  Professor  of  Education,  Harvard 
University. 

"Why  the  Adolescent  Offender?",  by  Herbert  C.  Parsons,  Executive  Secretary, 
Massachusetts  ChUd  Labor  Committee. 

A  Report  on  Character  Education  was  presented  and  cases  in  the  report  dis- 
cussed by  principals  both  in  the  junior  and  in  the  senior  high  schools.  Another 
entertaining  feature  of  the  program  was  "The  Washington  Bicentennial  Hour." 

Elementary  School  Principals  and  Supervisors.  —  The  Fourth  State  Conference 
for  Principals  and  Supervisors  of  Elementary  Schools  was  held  at  the  Massachu- 
setts State  College,  Amherst,  March  22-24,  1932. 

The  first  session  of  the  conference  was  given  to  a  discussion  of  ways  and  means 
for  the  improvement  of  the  elementary  school  curriculum  (1)  in  the  field  of  health 
education,  and  (2)  in  the  field  of  science. 

The  first  evening  was  given  over  entirely  to  the  celebration  of  the  George  Wash- 
ington Bicentennial,  the  program  including  (1)  a  play  by  the  Amherst  Junior 
High  School  pupils  entitled  "George  Washington  at  the  Delaware";  (2)  a  recital 
of  music  that  Washington  knew,  by  students  of  the  Lowell  State  Normal  School; 
and  (3)  the  showing  of  the  Eastman  Teaching  Film  "George  Washington,  His  Life 
and  Times." 

The  second  day  featured  group  discussions  on  the  general  theme  "Economies  in 
Elementary  Education"  with  subdivisions  as  follows:  —  _ 

1.  Through  supervision  for  the  strengthening  of  teaching  service. 

2.  Through  continuous  emphasis  on  the  major  objectives  in  child  development. 

3.  Through  definite  plans  for  co-operation  of  parents  and  teachers. 

4.  Through  scientific  grading  and  promotion  of  pupils. 

5.  Through  special  instruction  for  atypical  children. 

6.  Through  prudent  management  of  buildings,  equipment,  and  supplies. 

For  the  general  assemblies  of  the  conference  the  guest  speakers  were  Miss  Mar- 
garet T.  Maguire,  Principal,  General  George  A.  McCall  Pubhc  School,  Phila- 
delphia; Professor  James  F.  Hosic,  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University;  and 
Dr.  Ransom  A.  Greene,  Director,  Walter  E.  Fernald  State  School,  Waverley. 

The  total  registration  of  the  conference  was  401,  including  262  elementary 
principals  and  27  elementary  supervisors.  Eighty-five  cities  and  towns  were 
represented. 

Teachers'  Institutes.  —  During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  lessening  in 
the  demand  for  teachers'  institutes  in  the  smaller  towns  of  the  Commonwealth. 
This  appears  to  be  due  to  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  local  school  officials  that  under 
the  difficult  financial  conditions  through  which  we  are  passing  it  is  essential  that 
the  pupils  receive  instruction  during  every  school  day  for  which  the  teachers  are 
employed.

State  Teachers  College  Instructors.  — •  The  Fifteenth  Annual  Conference  of  State 
Teachers  College  Instructors  was  held  at  Bridgewater  on  September  7-9,  1932. 
The  program  consisted  of  departmental  conferences  on  curriculum  construction, 
presided  over  by  the  several  presidents  of  the  colleges,  and  addresses,  principal 
among  which  were  the  following: 

Three  addresses  on  "The  Next  Step  in  Education,"  "Conflicting  Psychologists 
of  Learning,"  and  "The  Need  of  a  New  Emphasis  in  Teacher  Training,"  by  Dr. 
Boyd  H.  Bode,  Ohio  State  University,  Columbus;  and  two  addresses  on  "The 
Professional  Treatment  of  Subject  Matter"  and  "Some  Trends  and  Problems  in 
the  Education  of  Teachers,"  by  Dr.  Edward  S.  Evenden,  Teachers  College,  Co- 
lumbia University. 

"A  Half  Hour  of  Music,"  directed  by  Frederick  W.  Archibald,  Framingham,  and 
an  exhibit  sponsored  by  the  several  Teachers  Colleges  completed  the  program. 

Art  Teachers.  —  The  Ninth  Annual  Conference  of  Supervisors  and  Teachers  of 
Art  was  held  at  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art,  Boston,  on  January  29,  1932. 
The  topic  of  the  day,  "The  Appreciation  of  Art,"  was  presented  by  Charles  Edward 
Newell,  State  Director  of  Art  Education  and  Principal  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
of  Art. 

Interesting  addresses  were  given  on  "Appreciation  of  the  American  Indian  in 
Life  and  in  Art,"  by  Cyrus  Edwin  Dallin,  and  on  "Introducing  Boys  and  Girls  to 
a  Love  of  Beauty,"  by  Mrs.  Anna  Curtis  Chandler,  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art, 
New  York  City. 

Talks  on  "Introducing  New  Material  for  the  Appreciation  of  Art"  and  on 
"Characteristic  Opportunities  for  Appreciation  and  Cultivation  of  Taste"  were 
given  by  Mr.  Newell. 

An  informal  discussion  of  the  addresses  presented  and  of  reports  from  the  field 
was  held  at  the  close  of  each  session. 

Music  Supervisors.  —  The  Ninth  Annual  Conference  of  Music  Supervisors  was 
held  at  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art,  Boston,  on  February  5,  1932. 

Addresses  on  "Music  —  Whence?  Whither?"  and  "Problems  in  the  Adminis- 
tration and  Teaching  of  PubUc  School  Music"  were  given  by  Thomas  L.  Gibson, 
State  Supervisor  of  Music,  Baltimore,  Maryland;  and  on  "Impressions  of  Music 
in  the  Schools  of  England,"  by  Frederick  W.  Archibald,  Instructor  in  Music, 
State  Normal  School,  Framingham. 

"Public  School  Music"  from  the  standpoint  of  a  senior  and  a  junior  high  school 
principal  as  well  as  a  music  supervisor  was  discussed. 

Departmental  conferences  were  held  for  supervisors  of  music  in  specific  groups 
of  towns  and  cities. 

The  musical  program  consisted  of  chorus  singing,  led  by  Inez  Field  Damon, 
Director  of  Music  Courses,  State  Normal  School,  Lowell,  and  vocal  selections  by 
WiUiam  F.  Pollard,  Principal,  High  School,  Needham. 

Special  Class  Teachers.  —  The  department  held  but  two  Conferences  for  Special 
Class  Teachers  during  1932,  one  in  Springfield  on  March  8th  and  one  in  Boston  on 
March  nth. 

At  the  Springfield  Conference,  more  than  one  hundred  special  class  teachers  and 
other  interested  citizens  were  in  attendance  and  nearly  five  hundred  at  the  Boston 
Conference.  The  program  at  Springfield  was  made  up  of  the  following  addresses 
and  general  discussion  and  reports:  "Special  Abilities  of  Special  Class  Pupils," 
by  John  J.  Desmond,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Chicopee;  "Character  Train- 
ing Through  Toy  Making  and  Creative  Activities,"  by  Mrs.  Florence  Keith  Hyde, 
Child  Development  Center  and  Junior  Workshop,  Paxton;  "Understanding  the 
Individual,"  by  Dr.  Samuel  W.  Hartwell,  Director,  Worcester  Child  Guidance 
Clinic,  Worcester;  "The  Correction  of  Speech  Defects,"  by  Sara  M.  Stinchfield, 
Ph.D.,  Associate  Professor  of  Psychology,  Mount  Holyoke  College,  South  Hadley. 
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The  Boston  Conference  was  of  a  similar  type,  the  speakers  and  their  subjects 
being  as  follows:  "Methods  for  Character  Training,"  by  Katherine  C.  Coveney, 
Assistant  Director  of  Special  Classes,  Boston;  "Teaching  Social  Subjects,"  by 
Lillian  M.  Hoff,  Director  of  Special  Education,  State  Normal  School,  Salem; 
"Industrial,  Manual,  and  Domestic  Arts,"  by  Walter  I.  Piper,  Principal,  Cobbett 
Elementary  School,  Lynn;  "The  Special  Class  Program  in  Massachusetts,"  by 
Arthur  B.  Lord,  Supervisor  of  Special  Schools  and  Classes,  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Education;  "The  Special  Class  from  the  Superintendent's  Viewpoint,"  by 
Zenos  E.  Scott,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Springfield;  "Current  Trends  in  Special 
Education,"  by  Edgar  A.  Doll,  Ph.  D.,  Director,  Department  of  Research,  The 
Training  School  at  Vineland,  New  Jersey;  "Mental  Attitudes  of  Special  Class 
Pupils,"  by  Dr.  Ransom  A.  Greene,  Superintendent,  Walter  E.  Fernald  State 
School,  Waverley. 

Directors  and  Instructors  in  Physical  Education.  —  The  Seventh  State  Conference 
of  Directors  and  Instructors  in  Physical  Education  was  held  on  February  12  and  13, 
1932.  The  session  on  Friday,  the  12th,  met  in  the  Gardner  Auditorium,  State 
House,  and  the  following  morning  the  program  was  carried  on  at  the  Watertown 
High  School.     The  attendance  at  the  conference  was  over  six  hundred. 

The  conference  was  opened  by  Payson  Smith,  Commissioner  of  Education,  and 
consisted  of  the  following  addresses:  "Recreation  and  Morale,"  by  Herbert  C. 
Parsons;  "Some  New  Facts  Pertaining  to  the  Correction  of  Physical  Abnormal- 
ities," by  Dr.  James  H.  McCurdy;  "Personality  and  Social  Leadership  in  Our 
Ranks  of  Teachers,"  by  Florence  A.  Somers;  "The  Need  for  Extended  Use  of 
School  Recreational  Facilities  for  Our  Citizens,"  by  W.  Duncan  Russell;  "Epider- 
mophytosis —  Its  Prevention  and  Treatment,"  by  Dr.  C.  Guy  Lane;  and  "Devel- 
oping a  Test  of  Motor  Ability  for  College  Women,"  by  Dr.  Eugene  C.  Howe. 

The  Saturday  program  consisted  of  demonstrations  of  different  types  of  physical 
education  activities  by  students  from  Wellesley  College,  Sargent  School  of  Boston 
University,  Bouve-Boston  School,  and  Posse  Nissen  School. 

Health  Conferences.  — ■  The  eleventh  annual  series  of  regional  conferences  on 
school  hygiene  was  conducted  in  1932  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Department 
of  Pubhc  Health  and  the  Department  of  Education.  The  membership  of  the  con- 
ferences was  composed  largely  of  school  nurses,  school  physicians,  teachers  of 
physical  education,  superintendents,  and  principals. 

The  address  given  at  the  general  session  of  each  of  the  conferences  was  "The 
Maladjusted  School  Child  and  His  Needs."  This  was  followed  by  Round  Table 
Conferences  at  which  the  following  topics  were  discussed:  "Health  Education  in 
Secondary  Schools,"  "Course  of  Study  in  Health  Education,"  "Medical  Work  in 
the  Schools  —  Demonstration  of  Health  Examination,"  "Demonstration  of  Eye 
Testmg,"  "School  Nursing  —  What  Are  We  Doing  "  and  "Home  Visits  and 
Initial  Health  Inventory."

TEACHERS'  REGISTRATION  BUREAU 
During  the  year  1931-1932,  the  Teachers'  Registration  Bureau  enrolled  2,691 
teachers,  received  notice  of  277  vacancies,  and  placed  123  teachers,  with  an  aggre- 
gated salary  of  $147,980  for  full-time  teachers.  The  average  salary  of  the  positions 
filled,  exclusive  of  substitute  positions,  was  $1,382.99  —  a  decrease  of  $1.43  from 
the  average  salary  of  last  year.

CERTIFICATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENTS  OF  SCHOOLS 
The  Department  of  Education,  as  required  by  section  66,  chapter  71,  General 
Laws,  determines  by  examination  or  otherwise  the  qualifications  of  candidates  for 
the  position  of  superintendent  of  schools  in  a  superintendency  union.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  provision  of  the  law,  the  Department  issues  certificates  of  eligibility 
for  such  service. 

The  following  regulations  of  the  Department  have  been  adopted  to  take  effect 
December  1,  1933: 

Regulations 
A  term  certificate,  valid  for  three  years,  may  be  granted  on  written  examination 
to  candidates  who  meet  the  requirements  stated  below : 

1.  General  Education.  Completion  of  an  approved  four-year  course  in  college, 
teachers  college,  or  normal  school,  or  the  equivalent. 

2.  Professional  Study  and  Training.  Graduates  of  college  are  required  to  show 
approved  credit  for  not  less  than  eighteen  semester  hours  of  study  in  the  field  of 
education.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  this  requirement,  candidates  may  offer 
credit  for  summer  school  or  extension  courses  in  education. 

3.  Experience.  A  minimum  of  five  years'  satisfactory  experience  in  school  work, 
at  least  two  of  which  must  have  been  in  the  field  of  school  supervision  or  adminis- 
tration, or  both. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  enumerated  above,  candidates  must  pass  a 
written  examination  in  the  following  subjects:  school  organization,  administration, 
and  supervision;  aims,  courses,  and  methods  in  elementary  schools;  aims,  courses, 
and  methods  in  secondary  schools;  history  of  education  and  educational  sociology; 
school  laws  of  Massachusetts. 

5.  Such  further  evidence  as  the  Department  may  require  to  establish  that  the 
candidate  possesses  the  personal  and  professional  qualifications  requisite  for  a 
superintendent  of  schools. 
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Revocation  of  Cebtificate 


The  Department  may  revoke  a  certificate  when  it  is  convinced,  after  investiga- 
tion, that  the  holder  thereof  is  incompetent,  or  is  otherwise  manifestly  unfitted  to 
serve  as  a  superintendent  of  schools. 

Persons  who  wish  to  secure  further  information  concerning  certification  should 
communicate  with  the  Department. 

Summary 
In  1932,  nine  term  certificates  were  issued.     The  classes  and  number  of  certifi- 
cates issued  by  the  Department  since  the  law  first  went  into  effect  are  as  follows: 
permanent  certificates,  3;  preliminary  certificates,  133;  term  certificates,  226.

DIVISION  OF  IMMIGRATION  AND  AMERICANIZATION 

The  Present  Problem 

The  law  creating  the  Division  of  Immigration  and  Americanization,  while  aiming; 
particularly  to  protect  the  newcomer  from  exploitation  and  abuse,  specifically 
includes  in  its  wording  "those  of  foreign  origin  in  the  Commonwealth."  According 
to  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1930,  almost  two  thirds  of  the  total  population  of  Massachu- 
setts are  of  foreign  origin;  almost  one  fourth  were  born  abroad.  The  exact  figures 
are  1,054,636  foreign  born;  1,708,506  persons  one  or  both  of  whose  parents  were 
born  abroad. 

For  the  whole  United  States  there  are  fourteen  million  foreign  born  and  twenty-six 
million  whose  parents  were  foreign  born,  making  a  total  of  "foreign  origin"  oi  forty 
million.  It  is  significant  to  note  that  the  proportion  of  foreign  stock  in  Massachu- 
setts is  about  two  thirds  of  the  total  population  in  contrast  to  the  national  per- 
centage of  one  third. 

Present  cessation  of  immigration  is  not  a  solution  of  the  problem  of  those  already 
here.  For  good  or  ill,  the  million  and  one  half  immigrants  who  have  come  to 
Massachusetts  since  1900  are  here  to  stay.  Only  a  comparative  few  will  leave  the 
United  States  voluntarily.  A  still  smaller  number  are  candidates  for  deportation 
for  practically  all  the  deportation  laws  have  statutory  time  limits  and  the  majority 
of  resident  aliens  fall  without  their  scope.  These  men  and  women  of  foreign  birth 
are  a  part  of  the  future  of  our  State.  They,  and  their  children  born  here,  may 
become  either  assets  or  liabilities,  and  a  determining  factor  in  the  final  outcome 
is  the  attitude  of  the  State  and  its  citizens  toward  them. 

Furthermore,  the  present  curtailment  of  new  immigration  has  been  due  to  three 
factors,  —  the  governmental  policy,  the  depression,  and  the  restrictive  quota  law. 
The  official  statement  of  the  Department  of  State  reports  that  500,000  aliens,  who 
normally  would  have  come  to  the  United  States  during  1932,  were  barred  out  as  a 
result  solely  of  the  enforcement,  as  an  emergency  remedy  against  the  depression,, 
of  the  "likely  to  become  a  public  charge  clause"  of  the  immigration  law. 
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The  unemployment  crisis,  of  itself,  even  if  the  governmental  policy  had  not  been 
so  rigid,  would  have  had  a  deterrent  effect  on  immigration.  Hard  times  prevent 
migration  in  two  ways:  money  is  not  available  for  tickets  and  no  work  is  in  prospect 
as  an  incentive. 

The  permanent  restrictive  effect  of  the  quota  law  should  not  be  minimized  since 
undoubtedly  this  law  will  prevent  ever  again  an  immigration  total  of  over  a  million 
a  year  as  happened  more  than  once  in  the  early  years  of  the  century.  In  the  eight 
years  since  the  present  quota  law  was  passed,  the  numbers  coming  to  the  United 
States  varied  between  a  minimum  of  279,678  to  a  maximum  of  335,175,  until  the 
governmental  policj''  of  enforcement  of  the  "likely  to  become  a  public  charge 
clause"  reduced  immigration  to  97,139  in  1931,  and  to  35,576  in  1932.  This  is 
clearly  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Federal  Department  of  State  for  1932  which 
shows  that  only  12,697  visas  were  issued  by  our  consuls,  as  compared  with  the 
total  possible  annual  quota  of  153,831.  Since  this  curtailment  is  a  matter  of  policy 
and  not  of  statute,  it  is  impossible  to  foretell  how  long  it  may  continue.  There  is 
no  legal  basis  for  its  continuance,  except  as  an  emergency  measure,  and  therefore 
the  assumption  that  the  question  of  new  immigration  is  settled  forever  is  not  based 
on  the  facts. 

The  work  of  the  division  is  not  concerned,  however,  with  the  entrance  of  immi- 
grants into  the  United  States.  Matters  of  entrance  to  this  country  and  official 
exit  therefrom  are  the  official  province  of  the  Federal  government.  With  the 
welfare  of  the  immigrant  legally  admitted,  the  Federal  immigration  service  is  not 
concerned.  The  vast  problem  of  the  assimilation  of  the  immigrant  into  the  life  of 
the  nation  has  been  left,  under  our  lav/s,  to  the  individual  states.  Massachusetts 
has  attempted  a  solution  by  the  friendly  services  of  the  division,  which  in  no  way 
duplicates  or  interferes  with  any  federal  activity  but  has  a  present  ample  scope 
for  its  work  with  our  resident  foreign  born  population. 

What  the  Division  Does 

1.  Social  workers  of  the  division  meet  all  incoming  liners  from  Europe  which 
dock  at  Boston,  and  connect  new  arrivals  with  relatives  and  friends. 

2.  The  division  sends  a  letter  of  welcome  and  information  to  all  newcomers  from 
lists  obtained  at  the  Federal  Immigration  Station. 

3.  Under  the  direction  of  trained  social  workers  the  division  helps  foreign  born 
persons  to  solve  perplexing  questions  of  adjustment  to  life  in  America,  — 
inquiries  regarding  hospital  care,  financial  needs,  banking  problems,  wage 
claims,  wayward  children,  etc. 

4.  Expert  advice  is  given  on  immigration  problems  —  particularly  with  the  view 
to  a  reunion  of  families.  Last  year  7,181  persons  sought  advice  on  this  point. 
Special  letters  are  written  to  consuls;  affidavits  of  support  for  relatives  are 
executed;  petitions  for  issuance  of  immigration  visa  sworn  in  for  American 
citizens;  documents  to  legalize  arrival  filled  out  and  sworn  in. 

5.  Aliens  who  desire  to  travel  to  their  old  homes  or  elsewhere  outside  of  the 
United  States  are  helped  to  procure  the  travel  documents  which  will  assist  in 
re-entrance. 

6.  Aliens  are  assisted  in  filling  out  blanks  for  first  and  second  papers.  Expert 
technical  assistance  is  given  when  difficulties  arise  in  the  course  of  naturalization 
procedure.  A  total  of  22,248  persons  sought  this  help  last  year.  Over  300,000 
persons  have  sought  advice  on  citizenship  in  the  past  fifteen  years. 

7.  The  division  furnishes  interpretation  and  translation  for  individuals,  state 
departments,  and  co-operating  organizations.  Workers  in  the  different  offices 
speak,  read,  and  write  Armenian,  French,  Italian,  Jewish,  Lithuanian,  and 
Polish. 

8.  Persons  in  need  of  educational  opportunities  are  given  information  and  referred 
to  public  school  classes. 

9.  Cases  in  which  the  immigrant  is  exploited  or  defrauded  are  investigated  and 
referred  to  the  proper  prosecuting  authorities.  Cases  involving  legal  matters 
for  poor  persons  are  referred  to  the  Boston  Legal  Aid  Society. 

10.  An  average  of  30,000  booklets  of  information  for  prospective  citizens  dis- 
tributed each  year  give  suggestive  questions  for  naturalization  examination, 
details  of  naturalization  procedure,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 
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11.  Up-to-date  information  concerning  immigration,  statistics,  laws,  etc.,  is  kept 
on  hand  for  use  of  foreign  and  native  born. 
The  division  does  not  dupHcate  the  work  of  the  Federal  immigration  and  natural- 
ization services  since  these  departments  operate  under  laws  which  do  not  permit 
service  work  with  resident  foreign  born. 

Where  the  Division  Operates 
The  main  office  of  the  division  is  in  the  State  House  and  applicants  for  our 
service  come  from  Metropolitan  Boston,  generally,  and  from  such  more  distant 
points  as  are  not  reached  by  the  branch  offices.  At  present  five  branch  offices  at 
strategic  points  throughout  the  State  serve  the  communities  in  the  districts  acces- 
sible to  the  branch  offices.  The  branch  offices  were  placed  in  the  five  cities  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  whose  borders  or  within  reasonable  distance  could  be  found 
the  greatest  number  of  foreign  born,  particularly  aliens  of  voting  age  —

Each  city  reaches  out  into  the  outlying  district  in  its  service  program.  The 
field  schedule  and  programs  of  the  different  branches  are  given  in  detail  in  the 
complete  Annual  Report  of  the  Division  on  Immigration  and  Americanization  and 
will  not  be  enlarged  upon  here  except  to  state  that  the  program  of  work  by  which 
the  division  carried  out  its  statutory  duty  was  meant  to  be  State-wide.  It  has 
met  with  proved  success.  A  curtailment  of  this  field  service  in  times  like  these 
when  disciples  of  unrest  and  disloyalty  are  most  active  would  be  a  "penny  wise" 
economy  which  might  have  social  consequences  much  more  costly  than  the  price  of 
the  service.  In  the  textile  districts  of  Fall  River,  Lawrence,  and  New  Bedford 
there  have  been  great  economic  changes  and  must  present  distress  and  discourage- 
ment. Communistic  propaganda  are  directed  at  the  foreign  born;  our  work  is 
counter  propaganda.  By  our  friendly  service  we  teach  the  alien  that  the  govern- 
ment is  his  friend  and  that  the  American  way  to  change  conditions,  if  change  is 
indicated,  is  by  ballot  instead  of  by  buUet.  There  has  been  no  indication  in 
Massachusetts  that  the  foreign  born  have  met  the  economic  crisis  with  less  fortitude, 
courage,  and  optimism  than  the  native  born  but  surely  in  these  serious  times  all 
agencies  which  foster  mutual  understanding  and  sympathy  deserve  encouragement 
rather  than  curtailment. 


DIVISION  OF  THE  BLIND

During  the  year  442  new  cases  were  registered.     Of  these  76  were  granted  finan- 
cial aid,  74  were  instructed  by  the  home  teachers,  and  2  were  placed  in  employment. 
There  were  148  cases  referred  by  the  Massachusetts  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  of 
whom  137  were  registered.     It  was  found  that  5  had  too  much  vision  to  be  regis- 
tered and  6  were  already  known  to  the  division.

Work  for  Children 


From  December  1,  1931,  until  December  1,  1932,  some  form  of  service  has  been, 
given  to  more  than  1,640  children  throughout  Massachusetts.  This  ranges  all 
the  way  from  giving  assurance  and  advice  regarding  eye  examination  or  the  wearing: 
of  prescribed  glasses  to  securing  expert  medical  or  surgical  service,  suitable  schooling, 
or  institutional  care. 

Many,  children  who  were  brought  to  our  attention  with  seriously  defective  eye- 
sight were  given  practically  normal  vision  with  glasses.  Careful  surgery  for 
congenital  cataracts  and  dislocated  lenses  brought  considerable  sight  to  several 
children  who  were  nearly  blind.  After  proper  eye  attention  had  been  given  there 
remained  only  281  whose  eyesight  was  poor  enough  to  warrant  registration  in  our 
files.

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During  the  year,  173  children  were  admitted  to  sight-saving  classes  and  26  to 
Perkins  Institution.  Home  teachers  gave  instruction  to  four  blind  children, 
physically  or  mentally  unsuitable  for  admittance  to  Perkins  Institution.  The 
visiting  teachers  of  the  public  schools  taught  in  their  homes  five  children  with 
seriously  defective  eyesight,  using  the  large  clear  typed  textbooks  supplied  by  this 
office. 

Large  typed  textbooks  have  been  loaned  to  51  children  who  were  not  accessible 
to  sight-saving  classes. 

Glasses  have  been  supplied  from  private  sources  for  43  children.  Double  this 
number  are  in  need  of  change  of  lenses  but  funds  have  been  available  to  provide 
for  only  those  where  neglect  might  bring  the  more  serious  results. 

Monson  State  Hospital  accepted  three  children  and  the  State  schools  for  feeble- 
minded two  children.  Four  are  receiving  care  at  tuberculosis  sanatoria  and  are 
provided  with  large  typed  textbooks.  Summer  vacations  were  made  possible  for 
five  children.  The  Boston  Nursery  for  Blind  Babies  gave  valuable  care  to  seven 
children. 

In  March,  Boston  opened  its  15th  sight-saving  class.  This  is  the  37th  class  in 
Massachusetts.  The  classes  are  located  as  follows:  Boston,  15;  Cambridge,  2; 
Fall  River,  2;  New  Bedford,  2;  Worcester,  2;  and  one  each  in  Brockton,  Chelsea, 
Everett,  Framingham,  Holyoke,  Lowell,  Lynn,  Medford,  Newton,  Revere,  Salem, 
Somerville,  Springfield,  and  Watertown. 

Employment 

In  spite  of  the  widespread  unemployment,  the  division  made  twenty-six  place- 
ments during  the  year.  Four  girls  were  placed  in  ediphone  or  dictaphone  posi- 
tions in  offices;  one  girl  was  returned  to  work  in  a  candy  factory;  three  men  were 
placed  at  porter  work;  two  boys  were  placed  in  the  country;  one  girl  was  given 
day  work;  and  sixteen  girls  and  women  were  placed  in  housework. 

Throughout  the  year  many  visits  were  made  to  factories  and  other  places  of 
employment  in  the  search  for  possible  positions.  It  is  hoped  that,  when  the  present 
period  of  unemployment  is  over,  positions  for  the  more  capable  young  men  and 
women  may  be  secured  as  a  result  of  these  visits  to  employers. 

Volunteer  readers  have  been  obtained  for  four  college  students.  Guides  and 
advertising  have  been  provided  for  canvassers,  piano  tuners,  and  chair  reseaters. 
Engagements  have  been  secured  for  four  trained  musicians  to  give  musical  pro- 
grams. Intensive  training  in  handwork  was  provided  for  eight  men  at  the  Experi- 
ment Training  School,  conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  Association  for  Promoting 
the  Interests  of  the  Adult  Blind. 

Publicity  and  Sales 

In  addition  to  the  salesrooms  in  Boston  and  Pittsfield,  sales  were  held  at  women's 
clubs,  church  societies,  in  vacant  stores,  and  at  private  homes  in  39  cities  and 
towns  as  follows:  Boston,  8;  Cambridge,  2;  Maiden,  Melrose,  1;  Newton,  3; 
Salem,  Springfield,  Westfield,  1;  Brookline,  6;  Braintree,  Dedham,  WeUesley, 
Weston,  2;  Ashland,  Arlington,  Amherst,  Annisquam,  Blackstone,  Cataumet, 
Chatham,  Cohasset,  Dennis,  Duxbury,  Greenfield,  Georgetown,  Hyannisport, 
Marblehead,  Marion,  Nantucket,  North  Scituate,  Reading,  Swampscott,  South 
Grafton,  Vineyard  Haven,  Winthrop,  Winchester,  West  Fahnouth,  Wenham, 
Woods  Hole,  1. 

In  connection  with  these  sales,  twenty-one  speaking  engagements  were  secured. 

During  the  year  fifteen  new  low-priced  articles  were  introduced  in  the  salesroom. 
On  account  of  the  general  economic  condition,  the  more  practical  and  lower-priced 
articles  have  been  mostly  in  demand.  Weavings,  door  mats,  and  bird  houses  have 
been  shipped  to  all  parts  of  the  country. 

Workshops 

The  general  industrial  situation  has  forced  the  division  to  operate  most  of  its 
workshops  on  a  four-day  a  week  basis  for  at  least  a  part  of  the  year.  It  has  also 
made  it  inadvisable  to  employ  any  new  workmen. 

In  the  Pittsfield  workshop,  2,415  chairs  were  reseated  in  1929,  2,241  in  1930, 
1,806  in  1931,  and  1,345  in  1932.     In  the  broom  department  in  Pittsfield,  1,848 
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dozen  brooms  were  manufactured  in  1929,  1,645  dozen  in  1930,  1,658  dozen  in 
1931,  and  987  dozen  in  1932.  The  receipts  from  the  salesroom  in  Pittsfield  were 
$1,627.92  in  1929,  $2,255.20  in  1930,  $1,942.26  in  1931,  and  $1,702.86  in  1932. 

In  the  Cambridge  Industries  for  the  Blind,  employment  was  furnished  for  66 
blind  men.  The  Cambridge  shop  manufactured  7,831  dozen  brooms,  5,258  dozen 
mops,  and  294  cotton  rag  rugs.  The  sales  amounted  to  7,611  dozen  brooms,  5,245 
dozen  mops,  and  294  rugs. 

In  the  Woolson  House  Industries,  14  blind  women  were  employed.  They 
recaned  1,098  chairs  for  $1,886.13  and  produced  hand  loom  weavings  valued  at 
$3,259.25. 

In  the  Fall  River  shop,  11  men  were  employed.  They  manufactured  297  dozen 
brooms  and  recaned  923  chairs. 

In  the  Lowell  shop,  7  men  reseated  1,649  chairs. 

In  the  Pittsfield  workshop,  15  men  were  employed.  They  manufactured  987 
dozen  brooms  and  reseated  1,287  chairs. 

In  the  Worcester  shop,  8  men  reseated  2,963  chairs. 

Home  Teaching 

The  seven  home  teachers  gave  4,366  lessons  and  made  1,659  calls  during  the 
year.  They  traveled  a  total  of  55,707  miles  in  their  work.  Five  of  the  teachers 
now  use  automobiles  in  their  work.  The  use  of  the  automobile  has  greatly  increased 
the  efficiency  of  our  work  by  making  more  frequent  lessons  possible,  and  enabling 
the  teachers  to  teach  more  pupils. 

In  Springfield,  the  home  teacher  secured  about  500  chairs  for  his  pupils  to  recane 
at  home. 

One  teacher  reports  that  a  new  pupil,  recently  blinded,  had  read  fifty  volumes 
of  Moontype  in  his  first  six  months,  and  is  lost  when  he  has  nothing  to  read. 

Relief 

Financial  assistance  was  given  to  965  adults,  including  42  employed  in  the  local 
workshops.     The  total  relief  amounted  to  $174,433.43. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  necessarj^  to  grant  financial  aid  to  many  new  appli- 
cants. Unemployment  in  the  family  as  well  as  loss  of  work  by  the  blind  individual 
has  forced  many  to  seek  public  aid  for  the  first  time.  The  demand  has  been  par- 
ticularly heavy  in  the  industrial  centers  and  among  the  older  groups. 

The  amount  of  aid  granted  to  835  persons  varied  from  $5  to  $30  a  month,  as 
shown  in  the  following  analysis  for  one  month :

Under  the  operation  of  the  old  age  assistance  law,  many  new  cases  have  been 
referred  to  the  division  for  supplementary  financial  assistance  and  social  service 
work. 

Local  Co-operation 

The  Massachusetts  Association  for  Promoting  the  Interests  of  the  Adult  Blind, 
local  associations  in  Boston,  Cambridge,  Lowell,  Lynn,  and  Worcester,  and  reading 
or  sewing  circles  in  Abington,  Boston,  Brockton,  Cambridge,  Fall  River,  Haverhill, 
Lawrence,  Lowell,  Lynn,  New  Bedford,  Quincy,  Rockland,  Salem,  Springfield, 
Taunton,  and  Worcester  have  continued  to  render  valuable  assistance  to  the 
division  in  promoting  sales,  arranging  for  hospital  treatment,  vacations,  trips, 
loans,  training  facilities,  assistance  in  securing  employment,  and  promoting  the 
happiness  of  the  older  groups  through  friendly  visiting  and  social  gatherings. 

The  Boston  Lions  Club  organized  a  summer  camp  for  blind  girls  and  provided 
a  month's  outing  for  two  groups  of  twelve  girls. 

These  local  organizations  have  rendered  loyal  and  constructive  assistance  to 
the  division.  The  many  enthusiastic  volunteers  have  brought  much  happiness 
and  comfort  to  the  older  group,  and  assistance  in  securing  employment  to  the 
younger.

The  use  of  public  libraries  has  grown  the  past  year  beyond  all  precedent.  Read- 
ing rooms  have  been  crowded.  The  number  of  books  borrowed  in  1932  exceeded 
thirtj^-one  million  volumes,  nearly  eight  million  more  than  in  1930.  This  large 
increase  is  due  mainly  to  unemployment  in  the  "white  collar"  as  well  as  the  laboring 
classes.  Recreational  reading  offers  the  easiest  and  cheapest  avenue  of  escape 
from  personal  depression.  The  ratio  of  reading  for  self-education  increased  sub- 
stantially. Books  on  psychology,  economics,  world  affairs,  and  especially  volumes 
on  trades  and  professions  showed  the  largest  gains. 

About  one  third  of  the  public  libraries  in  the  Commonwealth  have  suffered 
little  or  no  loss  in  income.  These  are  in  the  residential  and  rural  districts  less 
affected  by  the  depression.  Of  the  other  two  thirds,  those  in  the  cities  and  indus- 
trial towns  have  been  hit  the  hardest.  Here  decreases  in  appropriation  or  endow- 
ment income  range  from  eight  to  seventy-five  per  cent. 

The  libraries  have  tried  to  carry  on  under  decreased  budgets  with  the  least 
possible  impairment  of  service.  Hours  have  been  curtailed,  branches  closed,  post 
cards  substituted  for  letters,  printed  bulletins,  lists,  and  annual  reports  cut  out. 
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Shorter  hours  or  closing  of  libraries  and  branches  have  meant  such  deprivation  to 
the  public  that  the  resulting  clamor  has  in  many  cases  forced  re-opening  and  resort 
to  other  economies. 

The  most  frequent  reduction  is  that  of  book  budgets;  cuts  of  10%,  40%,  50%, 
and  75%  are  reported.  Some  libraries  have  bought  no  books  whatever.  Libraries 
can  manage,  for  a  time,  with  reduced  book  purchases,  but  in  doing  so  are  living  on 
their  capital.  Their  increased  circulation  brings  increased  wear  and  tear.  The 
books  wear  out  rapidly;  collections  which  have  been  carefully  built  up  over  a  long 
period  of  years  are  quickly  depleted.  Unless  their  stocks  can  be  replenished  these 
libraries  will  soon  be  in  a  sorry  state. 

Libraries  reporting  from  10%  to  40%  increase  in  circulation  for  1932  are  in  the 
majority;  several  report  from  60%  to  80%  and  a  few  100%  and  over.  In  addition, 
the  crowds  of  unemployed  thronging  the  reading  rooms  have  brought  serious 
problems  in  maintaining  order.  Yet  in  spite  of  the  large  increase  of  business,  the 
number  of  assistants  has  not  been  increased,  vacancies  have  not  been  filled,  and 
part-time  assistants  have  in  many  cases  been  dropped.  Librarians  have  met  the 
situation  courageously  with  longer  hours,  extra  work,  and  a  serious  taxing  of 
physical  strength  as  a  result. 

The  salaries  of  librarians  in  the  best  of  times  are  not  commensurate  with  those 
paid  in  similar  professions,  but,  among  a  fairly  large  proportion  of  the  libraries, 
salary  cuts  ranging  from  7%  to  44%  have  been  put  in  effect. 

This,  then,  is  the  dilemma  presented  by  a  survey  of  Massachusetts  public  libraries 
in  1932;  large  increases  in  circulation  and  work,  with  inadequate  staffs  to  handle 
them;  enormous  wear  and  tear  on  the  book  stocks,  with  greatly  decreased  book 
appropriations;  salaries  cut  and  vacations  shortened  or  given  without  pay;  dimin- 
ished resources  of  every  kind,  and  an  increasingly  urgent  need  and  demand  for 
more  and  better  service.

The  work  of  the  division  this  past  year  was  planned  to  meet  the  retrenchments 
imposed  by  the  times  not  only  upon  the  division  but  also  upon  at  least  two  thirds 
of  the  public  libraries.  The  427  visits  recorded  in  the  above  summary  involved 
many  conferences  on  how  best  to  adjust  a  diminishing  budget  to  steadily  mounting 
demands  for  books  as  well  as  the  customary  visits  of  aid  and  advice  on  ordinary 
problems  of  administration  and  extension  service.  Of  these  visits,  the  field  libra- 
rian and  her  assistants  made  269  to  public  libraries  and  62  to  school  libraries;  76 
libraries  were  inspected  or  reorganized.  The  secretary  and  her  assistant  made 
49  visits  to  State  and  County  institutions,  continuing  service  to  twelve  and  organ- 
izing libraries  in  Middlesex  County  Sanatorium  and  the  Metropolitan  and  West- 
borough  State  Hospitals.  The  supervisor  of  work  with  racial  groups  records  47 
visits  and  36  addresses  in  line  with  her  special  work.  Other  addresses  by  the 
staff  on  library  administration  and  on  books  and  reading  number  28. 

Lending  Libraries 

This  department  represents  a  service  to  the  public  libraries  of  the  Commonwealth 
which  is  steadily  increasing  in  value.  In  this  year  of  stress  it  did  such  important 
work  that  it  deserves  a  special  paragraph. 

The  division  maintains  two  lending  libraries  —  the  "general"  library  consisting 
of  2,940  volumes  of  adult  non-fiction  plus  about  750  State  certificate  reading  books, 
and  the  "foreign"  library,  numbering  approximately  4,000  volumes  in  34  languages. 
The  combined  circulation  of  these  two  libraries  for  1932  was  17,696  volumes,  an 
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increase  of  nearly  30%.  Also,  28  more  libraries  than  in  the  previous  year  borrowed 
from  the  division.  Both  increases  are  largely  due  to  the  greatly  diminished  book 
budgets  in  at  least  two  thirds  of  the  public  libraries. 

The  general  collection  of  adult  non-fiction  has  been  built  up  as  a  result  of  special 
requests  from  the  smaller  public  libraries  for  books  too  specialized  or  too  expensive 
for  them  to  buy.  Many  are  books  required  in  University  Extension  and  similar 
courses.  To  supplement  its  own  collection  the  division  borrows  freely  from  the 
State  Library  and  from  the  larger  public  libraries.  For  1932  the  records  show 
520  volumes  purchased,  4,784  "special  request"  books  lent  from  the  division  col- 
lection, and  586  borrowed  from  other  libraries.  In  addition,  60  general  collections 
of  adult  non-fiction  and  17  collections  of  State  certificate  reading  books  were  sent 
out  to  the  small  public  libraries,  making  a  total  of  7,465  volumes  lent  to  256  libraries 
from  the  "general"  collection. 

The  foreign  collection  loans  totaled  10,231  books  in  26  languages  lent  to  138 
libraries  —  a  gain  of  1,740  volumes  over  the  year  1931.  These  books  are  sent  out- 
almost  entirely  in  collections  of  fifteen  books  each  on  three  and  six  months'  loans. 

Other  Activities 

Other  activities  include  a  course  of  six  lectures  on  hospital  library  work  to 
students  in  the  Boston  School  of  Occupational  Therapy.  By  judicious  manage- 
ment the  economies  necessitated  by  this  eight  per  cent  cut  were  made  with  little 
or  no  diminution  of  service  to  the  public  libraries. 

The  order  for  further  and  more  drastic  cuts  in  the  budget  for  1933,  however, 
placed  the  Board  of  Free  Public  Library  Commissioners  in  a  dilemma.  Since  a 
large  majority  of  the  public  libraries  of  the  Commonwealth  are  faced  with  crippling 
reductions  in  their  budgets,  they  depend  more  than  ever  on  the  resources  of  the 
division.  The  division  could  not  decrease  its  lending  collection  facilities,  or  reduce 
its  gifts  of  books  to  small  libraries,  or  curtail  its  aid  and  advice  on  problems  of 
administration,  without  affecting  injuriously  at  least  four  fifths  of  the  libraries 
and  their  communities.     All  other  expenses  had  already  been  pared  to  the  bone. 

To  meet  the  demand  for  further  reduction,  the  Board  felt  obliged  to  abolish 
the  position  of  supervisor  of  work  with  racial  groups  because  this  curtailment, 
however  regrettable,  appeared  to  be  the  one  which  would  work  least  injury  to 
libraries  and  the  public.     This  took  effect  November  30,  1932. 

Twenty  years  ago  the  Board  inaugurated  this  department  of  work  with  the 
foreign-born.  It  is  the  only  library  commission  that  has  employed  an  expert  in 
this  field  and  naturally  it  has  become  a  leader.  Fortunately  much  of  the  spade 
work  has  been  accomplished.  The  lending  library  in  foreign  languages,  built  up 
in  these  twenty  years,  is  being  continued. 

TEACHERS'  RETIREMENT  BOARD 

The  Teachers'  Retirement  Law  was  amended  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature 
so  that  now  members  who  attain  the  age  of  seventy  on  September  1,  or  thereafter, 
may  remain  in  service  until  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Members  attaining  the 
age  of  seventy  during  the  months  of  July  or  August  must  retire  when  they  attain 
the  age  of  seventy. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  employ  extra  clerks  during  the  month  of  December 
each  year  to  compute  and  credit  interest  on  the  deposits  received  during  the  year. 
To  eliminate  this  expense,  the  Board  has  ruled  that  interest  on  deposits  received 
during  the  year  shall  draw  interest  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  following 
receipt,  as  in  the  past,  but  that  this  interest  shall  not  be  credited  until  December  31 
of  the  following  year,  so  that  the  work  may  be  spread  over  an  entire  year.  In 
case  of  withdrawal,  retirement  or  death,  all  interest  due  is  then  credited. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  Retirement  System  was  established,  there  was  a 
decrease  in  the  active  membership  of  the  Association  during  the  year  1932.  On 
December  31,  1932^  there  were  19,998  active  members,  215  less  than  on  December 
31,  1931.  For  the  year  1932  only  686  teachers  who  entered  the  service  of  the 
public  schools  of  Massachusetts  for  the  first  time  were  enrolled  as  members  of  the 
Retirement  Association.     In  1931  there  were  1,439  new  teachers  enrolled. 

Although  the  membership  of  the  Retirement  System  decreased  during  the  year, 
there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  deposits.  The  deposits  for  the  year  amounted  to 
Sl,829,706.88. 
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In  many  places  the  teachers  are  assisting  the  communities  where  they  are 
employed  by  making  voluntary  contributions  to  the  city  or  town  and  the  Retire- 
ment Board  requested  the  Attorney  General  for  his  opinion  as  to  the  salary  on 
which  assessments  for  the  Retirement  Fund  should  be  based  if  the  contributions 
are  made  as  follows :  — 

1.  If  the  teachers  agree  to  contribute  a  percentage  of  their  salary  to  the 
city  or  town  where  they  are  employed,  the  teachers  receiving  their  full  salary 
and  then  returning  the  percentage  agreed  upon. 

2.  If  the  teachers  agree  to  contribute  a  percentage  of  their  salary  to  the  city 
or  town  where  they  are  employed  and  the  contributions  which  they  agree  to 
make  are  deducted  from  their  salary  by  the  city  or  town  treasurer. 

3.  If  the  teachers  agree  to  serve  for  a  certain  period  during  the  school  year 
without  pay. 

The  Attorney  General  informed  the  Board  that  in  the  first  two  cases  the  deduc- 
tion should  be  based  on  the  full  salary  of  the  teachers  and  the  fact  that  thej^  had 
agreed  to  make  voluntary  contributions  should  not  be  considered  as  a  reduction 
in  salary. 

In  the  third  case,  however,  the  Attorney  General  stated  that  the  salary  must  be 
considered  as  having  been  reduced  and  the  assessments  based  on  the  reduced 
amount. 

The  superintendents  of  schools  were  informed  of  this  opinion  and  the  deductions 
for  the  Retirement  Fund  have  been  made  accordingly. 

The  income  over  disbursements  amount  to  12,035,878.94.  The  gross  assets 
increased  to  .120,266,919.16.  The  total  liabilities  amount  to  $20,076,547.89, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  $190,371.27. 

Interest  at  the  rate  of  43^2%  was  credited  to  the  accounts  of  the  members  on 
December  31,  1932.  The  total  interest  credited  for  the  year  to  the  members' 
accounts  and  the  annuity  reserve  amounted  to  $792,979.84.  Interest  at  the  rate 
of  43/^%  has  been  credited  since  1920. 

One  hundred  sixty-two  teachers  retired  during  the  year  1932,  their  annual 
retiring  allowances  amounting  to  $139,803.64.  Of  this  amount,  $30,185.60  was 
annuity  derived  from  the  contributions  made  by  these  members  before  retirement 
and  the  balance  was  pension  paid  from  State  appropriations.  The  retirements 
for  the  year  ¥/ere  as  follows:  On  account  of  disability  before  attaining  the  age  of 
sixty,  5;  voluntary  retirements,  ages  sixty  to  sixty-nine,  105;  compulsory  retire- 
ments at  age  seventy,  52.

*  Teachers  who  served  in  Massachusetts  prior  to  July  1,  1914,  who  have  at  the  time  of  retirement  16  years 
of  service  in  this  State,  the  last  5  of  which  are  continuous,  receive  a  pension  from  the  State  based  on  their 
total  service  in  Massachusetts. 

Of  the  154  teachers  retired  during  the  year  at  the  age  of  sixty  or  over  with  credit  allowance  for  service 
prior  to  July  1,  1914,  78  received  the  maximum  pension  payable  under  the  retirement  law  and  only  1  re- 
ceived the  minimum  pension.  Six  of  these  154  teachers  had  served  in  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts 
for  fifty  years  or  more. 


On  December  31,  1932,  there  were  1,365  retired  members  living  who  were  retired 
at  the  age  of  sixty  or  over  and  the  average  retiring  allowance  for  these  members  was 
$722.51.  There  were  also  83  retired  members  living  who  were  retired  on  account 
of  disability  before  age  sixty.  The  average  retiring  allowance  for  these  members 
was  $379.21.  There  were,  therefore,  1,448  retired  members  living  on  December  31, 
1932,  their  retiring  allowances  amounting  to  $1,017,696.92,  of  which  $853,665.36  is 
pension  paid  from  State  appropriations  and  $164,031.56  is  annuity. 
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There  are  1,415  members  of  the  Retirement  Association  who  during  the  year 
1933  will  be  eligible  to  retire  at  the  age  of  sixty  or  over,  of  whom  48  will  be  required 
to  retire  at  the  compulsory  age  of  seventy. 

The  rate  of  assessment  for  the  school  year  beginning  July  1,  1932,  was  fixedat 
5%  of  the  annual  salary  of  each  member,  subject  to  the  provision  of  the  law  which 
requires  that  the  minimum  annual  assessment  shall  be  $35  and  the  maximum 
annual  assessment  $100.  Notice  has  been  given  by  the  Board  of  its  intention  to 
continue  this  rate  for  the  school  year  beginning  July  1,  1933. 

The  Teachers'  Retirement  Board  has  estimated  that  it  will  be  necessary  that 
the  State  appropriate  the  following  amounts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30, 
1933:

MASSACHUSETTS  NAUTICAL  SCHOOL 

Several  of  the  sea  coast  states,  in  preparation  for  the  establishment  of  nautical 
schools,  have  requested  detailed  information  regarding  the  work  of  the  U.  S.  S. 
Nantucket.  On  May  31,  1932,  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  passed  an  Act 
establishing  a  nautical  school,  to  be  maintained  in  connection  with  the  Virginia 
Polytechnic  Institute.  The  United  States  Shipping  Board  has  recently  authorized 
the  transfer  of  a  vessel  to  the  Navy  Department;  this  ship  will  be  loaned  to  the 
State  of  Louisiana  for  use  as  a  training  ship.  Two  of  the  maritime  nations  of 
Europe,  desiring  to  perfect  the  work  of  their  training  ships,  have  made  a  study  of 
the  operation  and  management  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School;  Belgium 
sent  a  representative  to  observe  the  practical  instruction  during  the  summer  cruise. 

Captain  Armistead  Rust,  U.  S.  N.,  after  giving  twelve  years  of  faithful  and 
efficient  service  as  superintendent,  reached  the  compulsory  retiring  age  of  seventy 
years  on  July  12,  and  was  succeeded  by  Captain  Clarence  A.  Abele,  U.  S.  N.,  on 
Ai^ril  30.  Captain  Abele's  long  experience  in  the  Navy,  during  which  time  he 
had  many  and  varied  duties,  including  command  of  a  battleship,  command  of  a 
squadron  of  destroyers,  instructor  in  schools,  etc.,  has  particularly  fitted  him  for 
the  responsible  duties  of  superintendent. 

Repairs  have  been  made  to  the  ship  by  the  Navy  Department  at  a  cost  of  $29,180, 
divided  as  follows:  repairs  to  the  hull,  $19,507;  repairs  to  the  engines  and  boilers, 
$9,271;  and  replacement  and  repairs  to  navigational  instruments. 


The  Schoolship  Nantucket 

The  Nantucket  is  well  suited  for  the  work  of  training  and  educating  young  men 
for  marine  officers.  The  ship  has  the  great  advantage  of  being  economically 
operated.  The  iron  constructed  hull  requires  little  attention  from  year  to  year. 
The  plates,  showing  little  deterioration  since  "the  ship  was  launched,  are  in  a  fine 
state  of  preservation.  Previous  to  this  year,  the  Nantucket  was  barkentine  rigged. 
During  the  year,  yards  have  been  placed  on  the  mainmast,  making  the  ship  bark- 
rigged,  and  one  hundred  tons  of  ballast  added.  The  sailing  qualities  of  the  ship 
under  its  new  rig  are  excellent.  The  vessel  stands  up  well  under  all  plain  sails, 
and  with  wind  nearly  abeam  shows  little  list. 

The  suggestion  is  made  occasionally  that  square-rigged  sailing  vessels  are  obso- 
lete. The  Commissioners  believe  that  training  on  a  square-rigged  sailing  vessel 
is  abundantly  justified.  The  seamanship  required  on  board  a  sailing  vessel  is  far 
more  comprehensive  and  valuable  than  would  be  obtained  on  a  training  vessel 
equipped  only  with  steam.  A  sailing  vessel  is  more  advantageous  in  the  physical 
development  of  the  cadets,  and  alertness,  self-reliance,  and  courage  are  developed 
to  a  larger  extent  on  board  a  vessel  which  is  dependent  on  sail  power.  One  who  is 
trained  under  conditions  obtaining  on  a  vessel  such  as  the  Nantucket  should  have 
little  diflniculty  in  handling  any  vessel,  and,  in  time  of  emergency,  the  knowledge 
gained  by  his  training  in  a  square-rigger  has  often  proved  invaluable. 
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The  following  nineteen  countries  have  adhered  to  the  policy  of  using  sailing 
ships  for  training  young  men  for  the  sea:  Great  Britain,  Germany,  France,  Italy, 
Japan,  Spain,  Greece,  Norway,  Sweden,  Belgium,  Denmark,  Holland,  Portugal, 
Jugo-Slavia,  Argentine,  Chili,  Brazil,  Finland,  Poland. 

The  Practice  Cruise 

The  summer  cruise  of  the  Nantucket  was  very  successful,  not  only  in  giving  the 
cadets  an  opportunity  to  work  out  in  practice  the  theoretical  studies  of  the  winter 
term,  but  also  in  developing  their  sense  of  responsibility  and  self-reliance  under 
conditions  of  actual  service.  Although  the  usual  run  of  weather  was  encountered, 
including  squalls  and  gales,  the  ship  sailed  most  of  the  time  under  excellent  weather 
conditions,  and  such  bad  weather  as  was  experienced  afforded  opportunities  for 
handling  the  ship  under  difficult  conditions. 

On  September  8,  when  the  ship  was  about  150  miles  from  Montauk  Point,  Long 
Island,  a  storm  of  hurricane  proportions  was  encountered.  It  was  a  most  difficult 
test,  but  the  vessel  stood  it  well,  and  proved  thoroughly  staunch  and  seaworthy. 
No  water  of  any  amount  was  shipped  on  board  and  there  was  little  damage  to  the 
sails  or  spars.  Some  of  the  boats  were  lost,  and  there  were  a  few  minor  breaks  in 
deck  fittings,  but  the  hull  of  the  ship  came  through  the  storm  in  good  condition. 
Other  than  the  replacement  of  the  boats,  which  will  be  done  by  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment, few  repairs  of  any  consequence  will  be  required  on  account  of  the  hurricane. 

THE  BRADFORD  DURFEE  TEXTILE  SCHOOL 

The  enrolment  in  the  day  classes  for  the  school  year  1931-1932  was  116.  In  the 
evening  classes  1,528  applications  were  received  and  873  were  enrolled,  no  student 
having  his  name  placed  upon  the  register  until  he  had  been  in  attendance  at  least 
three  evenings. 

The  school  graduated,  at  the  close  of  the  last  school  year,  32  students  from  the 
day  classes  and  332  from  the  evening  classes.  Of  the  evening  graduates,  37  were 
of  diploma  grade  and  295  were  granted  certificates. 

In  conformity  with  the  economy  program  of  the  State,  the  school  has  endeavored 
to  reduce  its  running  expenses  wherever  possible,  without  seriously  affecting  the 
efficiency  of  its  work. 

In  March,  1932,  the  changes  required  in  order  to  enable  the  school  to  purchase 
its  power  and  lighting  requirements,  instead  of  producing  them  on  the  premises  as 
previously,  were  completed,  and  already  have  indicated  a  very  material  saving  in 
the  operating  cost  of  the  school. 

The  cost  for  personal  services  has  also  been  materially  reduced,  and  these  changes, 
together  with  other  economies  that  have  been  put  into  effect,  have  enabled  the 
school  to  show  a  saving  in  the  cost  to  the  State  of  slightly  better  than  fifteen  per  cent. 

The  economic  conditions  of  the  past  few  years  have  resulted  in  increasing  the 
demands  made  upon  the  facilities  of  the  school,  particularly  with  reference  to  the 
day  classes.  As  a  consequence,  the  school  has  not  been  able  to  accommodate  all 
who  have  sought  admission.  This  was  particularly  true  with  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term,  1932,  when  more  students  had  to  be  refused  admission  than  in  any  single 
year  of  the  school's  history.  To  accommodate  these  increased  numbers  would 
necessitate  additional  facilities  and  expense.  As  the  same  economic  conditions 
which  have  had  a  tendency  to  increase  the  number  of  applicants  seeking  admittance 
to  the  day  classes  have  also  drastically  lessened  their  opportunities  for  employment, 
the  school  has  adopted  the  policy  of  restricting  its  work  to  the  limits  set  by  its 
present  facilities. 

LOWELL  TEXTILE  INSTITUTE 

The  casual  remark  that  the  textile  industry  is  leaving  the  State  and  New  England 
is  probably  due  to  the  unrelated  news  items  concerning  the  increase  of  cotton  mills 
in  the  southern  states  and  the  closing  of  many  in  New  England.  The  inaccurate 
assumption  that  the  entire  textile  industry  is  leaving  the  State  and  New  England 
to  be  relocated  elsewhere  is  frequently  made  without  a  knowledge  of  facts.  Only 
the  cotton  branch  of  the  industry  has  been  so  affected.  A  further  thoughtless 
deduction  has  been  made  that  textile  education  is  not  necessary  because  of  this 
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exodus  of  a  part  of  the  industry.  This  reasoning  is  probably  based  on  the  belief 
that  textile  education  is  limited  to  the  training  which  finds  application  in  the 
producing  branch  of  the  industry.  Textile  education  as  recognized  by  the  Lowell 
Textile  Institute  should  be  so  directed  that  it  will  aid  in  the  marketing  and  dis- 
tribution of  material  made  in  the  industrial  centers  of  this  State  and  of  New  England. 
With  this  policy  in  mind  there  was  added  to  the  curriculum,  about  five  years  ago, 
the  subject  of  marketing  and  to  the  degree  course  of  textile  engineering  the  sales 
option.  This  stresses  the  subjects  which  will  be  of  benefit  to  those  who  seek 
positions  in  the  distribution  field.  At  the  present  time  there  are  ten  students 
registered  in  this  option. 

During  this  same  period  of  five  years  the  world  has  experienced  an  unusual 
decrease  in  commercial  and  industral  activity  which  logically  has  had  its  effect 
upon  attendance  at  institutions  of  higher  education  where  a  tuition  and  other  fees 
are  charged.  This  effect  has  been  shown  in  a  decrease  of  registration  in  the  day 
classes  from  182  in  1928-29  to  171  in  1932-33.  A  decrease  of  18  is  in  the  three- 
year  or  diploma  courses  while  there  has  been  an  increase  of  7  in  the  four-year  or 
degree  courses.  This  may  be  interpreted  as  a  recognition  of  the  value  of  the 
broader  four-year  courses  of  textile  chemistry  and  textile  engineering  over  the 
shorter  three-year  courses  of  cotton  manufacturing,  wool  manufacturing,  and 
textile  design.  It  may  also  be  interpreted  as  reflecting  the  belief  that  in  the  chang- 
ing conditions  in  industry  and  business  one  with  a  broad  training  has  a  better 
chance  of  success.  In  June,  1932,  twenty-five  degrees  were  conferred  and  three 
diplomas  awarded. 

During  this  period  of  depression  the  registration  in  the  evening  classes  has 
steadily  increased  from  583  in  1928-29  to  800  in  1932-33.  Twenty-seven  towns 
and  cities  are  represented,  which  is  only  two  more  than  in  1928-29.  The  increase 
has  been  particularly  marked  in  attendance  from  Lowell,  367  in  1928-29  to  606 
in  1932-33.  The  registration  from  towns  and  cities  like  Lawrence,  North  Andover, 
Nashua,  Boston,  and  Methuen  has  decreased,  accountable  possibly  to  the  decrease 
in  wages  and  money  available  for  transportation  and  school  fees.  One  hundred 
and  forty-nine  students  received  certificates  as  graduates  from  the  evening  classes. 
This  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

The  forced  curtailment  in  cost  of  maintenance  expenses  during  the  last  five  years 
has  made  it  impossible  to  replace  obsolete  machines  by  those  of  later  and  improved 
design.  It  has  also  been  out  of  the  question  to  add  any  new  machines  that  rep- 
resent advancement  in  processes.  However,  certain  manufacturers,  who  have  for 
many  years  been  generous  in  installing  their  machines  gratis,  have  continued  this 
policy  in  certain  cases  where  their  finances  permitted.  This  has  been  particularly 
true  of  Davis  and  Furber  Machine  Company  of  North  Andover,  Rodney  Hunt 
Machine  Company  of  Orange,  Mass.,  and  Rice,  Barton  and  Fales  of  Worcester, 
Mass.  Many  firms  that  are  unable  to  contribute  a  machine  or  machines  are 
willing  to  sell  with  a  very  large  discount.  It  is  felt  that  sufficient  appropriation 
should  be  made  yearly  to  take  advantage  of  such  offers.  It  would  help  to  a  large 
extent  to  keep  the  equipment  more  nearly  in  time  with  standards  found  in  the 
industry. 

NEW  BEDFORD  TEXTILE  SCHOOL 

History 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  New  Bedford  Textile  School  was  organized  in 
August,  1895. 

An  appropriation  of  $25,000  was  received  from  the  City  of  New  Bedford  for  the 
use  of  the  school  in  April,  1897,  and  in  March,  1898,  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
made  an  appropriation  of  $25,000.  In  July,  1898,  land  was  purchased  and  bids 
called  for  building  the  school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  on  October  14,  1899.  The  sessions  of  the  day  classes 
began  October  16,  1899,  and  the  evening  classes  on  October  23,  1899. 

The  building  of  the  New  Bedford  Textile  School  was  the  first  erected  in  the 
United  States  to  be  devoted  to  textile  instruction.  It  was  three  stories  with  small 
basement.  The  dimensions  were  64  feet  by  100  feet  and  contained  eleven  rooms. 
The  courses  offered  were  cotton  yarn  preparation,  designing,  and  weaving. 
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In  1902  it  was  decided  to  add  two  other  courses  —  chemistry  and  knitting.  In 
order  to  do  this,  more  rooms  were  required  and  an  addition,  consisting  of  three 
stories  with  basement,  was  built  on  the  south  side  of  the  original  building. 

The  number  of  evening  students  was  increasing  very  rapidly  at  this  time,  and 
it  was  soon  found  necessary  again  to  add  to  the  building.  In  1905  a  three-story 
and  basement  building  was  built,  carrying  the  building  to  the  northern  line  of 
Maxfield  Street.  This  addition  and  that  of  a  mechanical  course  made  it  necessary 
to  rearrange  all  the  departments  and  equipment. 

In  1911  the  Recitation  Building  was  erected  to  the  north  of  the  original  building, 
joined  to  it  by  two  bridges  and  a  tunnel.  It  was  built  principally  for  classroom 
use,  as  it  was  found  to  be  practically  impossible  to  carry  on  lectures  and  recitations 
in  rooms  adjoining  machinery  rooms.  The  building  was  three  stories  with  full 
basement.  The  departments  and  equipment  were  again  rearranged.  The  chem- 
istry, mechanical,  and  designing  departments  were  moved  to  the  new  building; 
the  cotton  yarn  preparation,  carding  and  spinning,  weaving  and  knitting  depart- 
ments remained  in  the  old  building  with  the  use  of  classrooms  in  the  new  building. 

In  1922  it  was  again  found  necessary  to  increase  the  floor  space  and  equipment 
in  the  carding  and  spinning  and  the  weaving  departments.  This  was  done  by 
carrying  the  Maxfield  Street  building  back  to  the  west  line  of  the  original  building. 
This  fourth  addition  was  three  stories  without  basement,  the  first  floor  being  used 
by  the  carding  and  spinning  department,  the  second  floor  by  the  weaving  depart- 
ment, and  the  third  floor  as  a  gj^mnasium. 

In  July,  1918,  the  State  of  Massachusetts  assumed  full  control  of  the  school, 
and  in  May,  1919,  the  first  rehabilitation  student  was  enrolled.  During  the  years 
from  1919  to  1925,  the  school  enrolled  in  the  day  classes  a  large  number  of  men 
who  had  served  in  the  World  War,  some  taking  the  general  cotton  manufacturing 
course;  others  taking  designing,  carding  and  spinning  or  chemistry,  dyeing  and 
finishing.  Many  of  these  men  who  were  rehabiUtated  in  this  school  have  gone 
out  and  become  successful  in  the  textile  industry. 

For  the  twenty  years  from  1902  to  1922,  the  average  number  of  day  students 
was  61;  of  evening  students,  817.  For  the  next  ten  years,  the  average  yearly 
number  of  day  students  was  110;  of  evening  students,  1,673. 

The  following  list  shows  the  large  number  of  students,  both  day  and  evening, 
who  have  attended  the  school  during  the  last  ten  years:  Day  students,  1,102; 
evening  students,  16,734;  day  graduates,  296;  evening  graduates,  1,269.*

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DIVISION  OF  VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION 

AGRICULTURAL  EDUCATION 

Vocational  Education  restricts  itself  to  training  for  proficiency  in  occupations 
which  are  important  and  promising. 

During  the  past  year  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  has  released  statements 
and  statistics  which  have  heightened,  still  further,  the  sense  of  the  importance 
and  promise  of  agricultural  careers  in  this  Commonwealth,  The  following  items 
from  his  review  may  be  cited : 

More  than  half  the  total  area  of  the  State  is  in  farm  lands. 

"Our  farms  average  but  twenty  acres  of  cultivated  crops,  but  have  a  valua- 
tion of  nearly  three  hundred  million  dollars.  Our  dairy  farms  are  the  most 
important  single  source  of  farm  income,  employ  more  than  fifty  thousand 
laborers,  and  pay  out  nearly  forty  million  dollars  in  wages;  while  the  capital 
invested  is  only  exceeded  by  textiles.  We  have  a  four  million  dollar  crop  of 
cranberries,  another  of  apples,  and  an  equal  yield  from  poultry.  Of  straw- 
berries, 'queen  of  table  berries,'  we  have  five  hundred  acres,  yielding  upwards 
of  two  million  quarts.  We  produce  nearly  a  million  bushels  of  onions,  — ■  less 
by  a  quarter  of  a  million  than  we  consume.  Nearly  thirty-five  thousand  acres 
are  devoted  to  vegetables  and  melons.  We  have  an  average  rainfall  of  about 
forty  inches,  and  a  variety  of  soil  types  adapted  to  a  wide  range  of  farm  crops. 
And  our  yields  per  acre,  due  to  superior  methods,  are  surprisingly  high.  For 
example,  while  our  onion  acreage  is  but  three  per  cent  of  the  total  onion 
acreage  of  the  United  States,  our  yield  per  acre  is  thirty  per  cent  higher  than 
the  average  for  the  whole  country. 

"Our  State  has  more  cities  of  one  hundred  thousand  population  than  any 
other  state  in  the  Union.     We  have  twenty-four  thousand  miles  of  improved 
highways.     From  any  farm  we  can  reach  the  markets  of   a  good-sized  city 
within  an  hour  or  two  at  most.     Our  consumers  appreciate  fresh  products  of 
high  quality." 
Forty  states  in  the  Union  still  contribute  to  Massachusetts  food  requirements. 
The  market  is  not  merely  voracious.     It  is  becoming  more  and  more  fastidious. 
In  spite  of  rapid  transit  and  refrigerated  shipments,  there  is  a  potential  monopoly 
for  retail  market  specialties  in  which  quality  and  freshness  are  deciding  factors. 
Legislation  more  favorable  to  producers  of  high  quality  milk  has  been  enacted. 
Having  added  the  foregoing  facts  to  those  listed  in  previous  reports  as  favorable 
to  farming  here,  we  feel  confident  in  declaring  that  no  state  offers  a  better  future 
than  does  Massachusetts  for  those  who  desire  to  follow  farming  careers,  and  who 
avail  themselves  of  the  vocational  agricultural  education  service. 

Undergraduate  activities  continue  at  a  brisk  pace  and  at  high  levels  of  achieve- 
ment. In  exhibiting  products,  in  judging  contests,  and  in  public  speaking  contests, 
the  boys  have  won  many  greatly  coveted  prizes  and  honors.  Massachusetts  was 
creditably  represented  in  the  Regional  Public  Speaking  Contest  held  in  September 
at  Eastern  States  Exposition.  An  indication  of  the  severity  of  the  competition  is 
seen  in  the  fact  that  the  West  Virginia  boy,  who  this  year  won  first  place  at  Spring- 
field, placed  second  in  the  final  contest  at  Kansas  City.  There  was  no  National 
Dairy  Show  Judging  Contest  at  St.  Louis  this  year,  but  the  Massachusetts'  team 
placed  second  in  the  Regional  Dairy  Cattle  Judging  Contest  at  Eastern  States 
Exposition.  The  Massachusetts  Association  of  the  national  organization  of  farm 
boys  who  are  studying  vocational  agriculture,  known  as  Future  Farmers  of  America, 
is  gradually  growing;  and  its  student  activities  are  making  very  valuable  contribu- 
tions to  sound  education.  The  earnings  of  pupils  from  home  projects  and  other 
supervised  agricultural  and  horticultural  work,  since  this  work  started  in  1908- 
1909,  have  now  passed  the  three  million  dollar  ($3,000,000)  mark. 

Equally  gratifying  are  the  accomplishments  of  graduates  in  their  agricultural 
careers.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  at  the  annual  banquet  last  January 
honored  with  a  certificate  for  outstanding  accomplishment  one  who  started  fifteen 
years  ago  with  a  pair  of  ducks  at  his  village  home  and  last  year  raised  and  sold 
nearly  fifty  thousand  on  his  one  hundred  twenty-five  acre  farm.  Reference  here 
is  to  Douglas  J.  Hayes  of  Sterling,  who,  today,  owns  and  operates  one  of  the  biggest 
and  best  duck  farms  in  Massachusetts,  and  is  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Duck 
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Growers  Association.  As  tliis  report  is  being  written  word  has  come  that  another 
similarly  outstanding  graduate,  this  time  a  fruit  grower,  will  be  honored  in  like 
manner  at  the  coming  annual  banquet  in  Worcester  of  the  Fifteenth  Union  Agri- 
cultural Meeting. 

An  evening  agricultural  department,  consisting  of  a  unit  course  in  poultry- 
keeping,  was  established  in  the  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School  in  Walpole. 

Pre-Employment    Teacher-Training  and  Training  Teachers  in  Service 

Pre-Emj)loyment  Teacher-Training.  —  During  the  school  year  1931-1932  the  very 
small  turnover  in  the  teaching  staff  in  the  agricultural  schools  and  departments, 
following  a  similar  condition  in  the  preceding  year,  resulted  in  a  further  reduction 
in  the  number  of  candidates  seeking  teacher-training.  This  also  modified  the 
service  for  employed  teachers,  permitting  more  attention  to  general  improvement 
along  lines  selected  for  special  campaigns.  The  usual  lag  in  the  tendency  of 
college  students  to  be  influenced  by  the  success  of  graduates  in  finding  emplojmaent 
brings  the  enrolment  in  vocational  teacher-training  courses  to  a  minimum  at  this 
time. 

At  Massachusetts  State  College,  the  courses  in  vocational  teaching  methods 
remain  the  same.  The  quality  of  the  trainees  has  improved  and  the  quality  of  the 
training  has  improved  as  a  result. 

There  were  no  apprenticeships  during  the  year,  due  in  part  to  the  inability  of 
local  schools  to  provide  even  the  small  financial  support  required  for  this  service. 
The  students  were  likewise  unable  to  incur  the  financial  burden  this  experience 
involves  for  them.  Each  student,  however,  was  given  an  opportunity  to  observe 
the  school  activities  as  a  part  of  his  methods  course.  Greater  participation  in  the 
types  of  activities  required  of  teachers  was  provided  in  the  college  courses. 

The  two  State  supervisors  have  taken  over  the  college  vocational  classes  of 
Professor  W.  S.  Welles  for  a  few  weeks,  bringing  to  the  trainees  experiences  directly 
from  the  field  as  observed  by  these  supervisors. 

The  college  temporarily  discontinued  its  own  summer  school  courses  in  1932, 
but  a  limited  number  of  courses  in  Education  were  conducted  at  the  college  by  the 
University  Extension  Division.  For  this  reason,  the  work  in  vocational  education 
was  restricted  to  the  group  of  employed  teachers  who  were  subject  to  teacher- 
training  requirements.  Director  Robert  0.  Small  and  Supervisor  Rufus  W.  Stimson 
each  gave  one  week  of  valuable  service  in  the  two  courses  conducted  by  the  super- 
visor of  teacher-training. 

In  both  the  undergraduate  and  the  summer  school  courses,  special  attention  was 
given  to  the  problems  of  estimating  and  budget-making  which  the  present  economic 
crisis  makes  unusually  important.  The  recent  graduates  have  found  employment 
in  agriculture  and  in  other  fields  of  teaching  pending  the  development  of  new 
vacancies  in  the  vocational  schools. 

Training  Teachers  in  Service.  —  Only  six  positions  were  filled  during  the  year, 
one  by  a  former  teacher,  and  only  three  of  these  in  scattered  localities  needed  the 
type  of  training  usually  furnished  by  unit  courses  conducted  by  the  teacher-trainer. 
They  were  given  the  personal  attention  which  they  required. 

For  a  few  teachers  desiring  such  help,  a  course  was  conducted  partly  by  corres- 
pondence and  partly  by  personal  conferences.  This  resulted  in  immediate  improve- 
ment in  teaching. 

The  itinerant  service  for  all  employed  teachers  was  conducted  as  usual  but  with 
the  average  number  of  visits  limited  to  reduce  travel  expense.  As  usual,  the 
teachers  who  most  needed  help  were  visited  more  frequently.  Special  help  for  all 
teachers  in  project  accounting  and  budget-making  was  organized  with  the  valuable 
co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Farm  Management  of  the  college.  One  day 
"schools"  on  these  problems  were  held  in  three  convenient  centers. 

Professional  Improvement.  —  All  the  teachers  in  service  have  carried  out  pro- 
fessional improvement  programs.  The  quality  of  this  work  has  been  higher  than 
usual.  The  present  unemployment  situation  evidently  makes  the  employed 
teacher  more  anxious  to  improve  his  qualifications.  This  has  been  reflected  in  a 
better  quality  of  teaching  and  in  more  requests  for  assistance  addressed  to  the 
teacher-trainer. 

The  twenty-first  annual  summer  conference  was  conducted  at  Amherst,  beginning 
July  25,  1932,  and  was  attended  by  about  ninety  per  cent  of  all  the  men  in  the 
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agricultural  service.  According  to  custom  for  alternate  years,  the  program  was 
merged  with  that  of  the  "Farm  and  Home  Week"  of  the  college.  On  the  vocational 
program  were  addresses  by  President  R.  W.  Thatcher  of  Massachusetts  State 
College,  Director  Robert  0.  Small  of  the  Division  of  Vocational  Education,  and 
A.  P.  Williams,  Regional  Agent  of  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education. 

A  "Staff  Letter,"  issued  about  once  a  month,  has  carried  to  all  of  the  teachers 
such  helps  in  method  as  were  needed  by  most  of  the  men.  Similar  help  needed  by 
individuals  has  been  given  by  personal  letters  when  visits  were  not  feasible.  This 
individual  assistance  to  teachers  appears  to  be  the  most  valuable  service  which 
can  be  rendered  and  the  most  fruitful  of  results. 

During  the  school  year  1931-1932,  the  agricultural  supervisors  made  232  visits 
to  agricultural  schools  and  departments,  and  376  visits  to  individual  teachers. 
Eighty-three  visits  were  made  to  render  special  service  to  teachers. 

TRADE  AND  INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION 

Boys  and  Men 

Day  Schools 

The  day  vocational  schools  show  an  increase  in  the  enrolment  and  the  number 
who  remained  to  graduate.  There  were  866  graduates  from  the  day  industrial 
schools  for  the  year  1930-1931,  an  increase  of  15%  over  the  previous  year. 

There  continues  in  almost  every  school  a  demand  for  trade  training  beyond  the 
capacity  of  the  accommodations.  The  difficulty  in  finding  jobs  due  to  the  indus- 
trial depression  has,  no  doubt,  tended  to  increase  the  desire  for  training  which 
will  prepare  for  our  skilled  industries. 

The  Department  is  still  co-operating  with  the  City  of  Springfield  in  bringing  to 
completion  the  survey  of  the  local  industries.  The  information  gained  so  far 
indicates  that  some  changes  in  courses  of  study  and  practices  are  desirable. 

One  new  school  was  established  in  Southbridge  at  the  Cole  Trade  School,  adding 
an  all-day  program  to  the  part-time  co-operative  school  already  in  operation. 
This  school  will  have  small  groups  in  cabinet  making,  machine  shop  work,  machine 
drafting,  and  pattern  making. 

A  new  department  in  radio  was  established  in  the  Boston  Trade  School  with  one 
teacher.  The  enrolment  in  this  department  indicates  that  an  additional  teacher 
will  be  needed  very  soon.  Departments  of  welding  and  machine  drafting  were 
established  in  the  New  Bedford  Vocational  School. 

The  City  of  Springfield  discontinued  its  summer  school  as  a  matter  of  economy; 
the  City  of  Worcester  curtailed  its  summer  school  program  to  three  weeks  instead 
of  six;  the  City  of  Waltham  conducted  its  summer  school,  as  in  the  previous  year, 
for  the  fuU  six  weeks. 

Part-time  Co-operative  and  Apprenticeship  Schools 

Due  to  the  severe  unemployment  situation  the  part-time  co-operative  schools  in 
Boston  have  experienced  great  difficulty  in  placing  boys  in  co-operative  employ- 
ment. 

A  class  in  part-time  apprenticeship  was  established  in  Lowell  in  response  to  a 
request  from  the  journeymen  printers'  union.  There  was  an  enrolment  of  18 
and  an  average  attendance  of  14  apprentices.  The  actual  attendance  was  about 
20,  there  being  several  journeymen  present  at  each  session.  Because  of  organ- 
ization difficulties,  the  class  met  on  Sunday  afternoon. 

A  part-time  apprenticeship  class  was  established  in  Boston  in  response  to  a 
request  from  the  authorities  of  the  local  Sheet  Metal  Workers  Union.  The  class 
meets  on  Saturday  morning  from  eight  to  twelve  in  the  South  Boston  Co-operative 
High  School  with  two  teachers  and  about  30  apprentices  from  greater  Boston. 

The  department  of  Ophthalmic  Prescription  Grinding  in  the  Cole  Trade  School 
was  discontinued  on  November  30,  1932,  on  account  of  inability  to  find  employ- 
ment for  those  trained. 

Evening  Schools 
The  attendance  at  evening  industrial  schools  was  good.     A  few  cities  were 
obliged  to  curtail  their  programs  somewhat  due  to  the  shortage  of  funds. 
Five  new  courses  were  established;  seven  courses  were  re-established. 
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The  courses  established  were:  Automobile  repair  at  Westfield;  cable  splicing 
and  welding  at  Springfield;  welding  at  Holyoke;  and  last  measuring  and  designing 
and  shoe  pattern  drafting  at  Beverly. 

The  courses  re-established  were:  Printing  at  Beverly;  automobile  repair,  elec- 
trical theory  and  plumbing  at  Quincy;  paperhanging,  automobile  repair  and 
welding  at  Waltham. 

Due  to  a  policy  of  retrenchment,  the  following  cities  did  not  open  the  evening 
trade  extension  classes  in  October,  1932,  as  has  been  their  custom:  Chicopee, 
Everett,  Holyoke,  Lowell,  Southbridge,  and  Westfield. 

Pee-Employment  Teacher-Training  and  Training  Teachers  in  Service 

Pre-Employment  Teacher-Training.  —  The  selection  and  professional  preparation 
of  trade  school  teachers  are  functions  assumed  directly  by  the  Department.  Selec- 
tion is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  owing  to  the  large  numbers  of  applicants 
who  are  thoroughly  qualified  in  their  respective  trades. 

The  professional  preparation  is  given  through  an  intensive  course,  120  hours  in 
length,  which  includes  principles  of  vocational  education,  trade  analysis,  methods 
of  teaching,  and  supervised  practice,  all  of  which  is  commonly  given  in  the  evening. 
During  the  past  year  two  such  classes  were  conducted  in  Boston,  one  in  Worcester, 
and  one  in  Springfield.  Of  211  candidates  who  applied,  75  men  in  19  trades  were 
admitted  and  graduated,  itemized  as  follows:  Airplane,  1;  architectural  drafting,  1; 
automobile,  10;  bricklaying,  3;  cabinetmaking,  5;  carpentry,  7;  electricity,  14; 
electric  welding,  1;  machine  drafting,  5;  machine  shop,  10;  oxyacetylene  welding, 
1;  painting  and  decorating,  3;  pattern  making,  2;  photo  engraving,  1;  plumbing,  3; 
presswork,  2;  printing,  4;  radio,  1;  sheet  metal,  1. 

An  alternative  method  of  meeting  the  training  requirement  is  a  full-time  course 
of  four  weeks'  duration,  conducted  during  the  summer  at  the  Fitchburg  State 
Teachers  College.  This  course  was  omitted  in  1932,  owing  to  the  curtailed  demand 
for  new  and  replacement  teachers. 

Evening  school  instructors  are  usually  graduates  of  these  same  classes.  When 
and  where  a  special  need  occurs,  modified  courses  of  similar  nature  are  organized 
for  evening  trade  extension  teachers.  One  such  course  was  conducted  this  year 
at  the  Boston  Trade  School,  enrolling  14  men  from  8  trades. 

Training  Teachers  in  Service.  —  All  teachers  are  expected  to  complete  five  years 
of  professional  improvement  work  in  addition  to  such  work  as  may  be  necessary 
for  them  to  do  in  order  to  meet  in  full  the  minimum  requirements  for  their  posi- 
tions. After  the  five-year  period,  the  automatic  annual  improvement  program 
ceases  and  further  professional  improvement  is  left  to  the  teacher  and  to  the  director 
of  the  school,  subject  always  to  the  concurrence  of  the  State  Department. 

Instructors  in  trade  subjects  in  day  schools  must  show  evidence  of  maintaining 
the  command  of  their  trade  and  trade  knowledge  by  employment  in  or  approved 
contact  with  the  trade  for  a  reasonable  period,  at  least  once  during  every  five 
years  of  service.  Supervisors  of  teacher-training  pass  upon  the  fulfillment  of  this 
requirement  as  occasion  demands. 

While  it  is  important  that  work  in  the  trade  should  constitute  part  of  the  pro- 
fessional improvement,  at  least  two  of  the  required  five  years'  work  should  be 
attendance  upon  approved  specialized  professional  courses,  dealing  with  the  type 
of  education  in  which  the  teacher  is  employed.  Four  such  courses  were  conducted 
for  employed  teachers  during  the  past  school  year:  at  Boston  Trade  School  (two), 
Worcester  Boys'  Trade  School,  and  Springfield  Trade  School. 

A  summer  conference  for  vocational  directors  and  teachers  was  conducted  at 
Fitchburg  State  Teachers  College,  July  5  to  9,  1932.  It  was  attended  by  208 
teachers  and  directors. 

An  all-day  conference  of  directors  of  the  trade  schools  was  held  at  the  State 
House,  Friday,  January  29,  1932,  to  discuss  the  recent  American  Vocational  Asso- 
ciation Convention,  and  other  matters  of  timely  and  general  interest  to  the  trade 
schools. 

The  directors  of  the  boys'  day  industrial  and  co-operative  trade  schools  met  in 
conference  with  the  Director  and  supervisors  of  the  division  November  18,  1932, 
as  guests  of  the  Springfield  Trade  School.  Matters  of  common  interest  concerning 
automobile  departments  were  discussed  in  connection  with  an  inspection  of  that 
department  in  the  Springfield  Trade  School. 
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Much  of  the  professional  improvement  of  teachers  in  service  is  of  informal 
nature,  handled  through  visits  to  individual  teachers  on  the  job,  and  the  giving  of 
aid  and  suggestions  as  needed.  A  total  of  553  such  visits  was  recorded  during  the 
school  year  1931-32. 

TRADE,  INDUSTRIAL,  AND  HOMEMAKING  EDUCATION 

Girls  and  Women 

The  facilities  of  the  Trade  School  for  Girls,  Boston,  the  David  Hale  Fanning 
Trade  School  for  Girls,  Worcester,  and  the  Shoe  School  at  Marlborough,  have 
been  made  available  for  the  retraining  of  unemployed  adults. 

The  State  supervisors,  though  without  official  responsibility  for  general  home 
economics,  have  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  school  authorities  and  others,  in 
evaluating  local  home  economics  programs,  and  in  planning  the  layout  of  home 
economics  laboratories  and  cafeterias. 

The  two  bulletins,  "Organization  and  Administration  of  Home  Economics"  and 
"Suggested  Basic  Courses  of  Study  in  Home  Economics  for  Elementary  and  Junior 
High  Schools,"  have  been  available  for  distribution  in  printed  form  since  the  fall 
of  1931.  The  bulletin,  "Suggested  Basic  Courses  of  Study  in  Home  Economics 
for  Senior  High  Schools"  has  been  prepared  but  has  been  delayed  in  printing  due  to 
lack  of  funds. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  co-operated  with  the  State  Department 
of  Health  in  establishing  a  class  in  home  nursing  for  a  group  of  convalescing  patients 
at  the  Lakeville  Sanatorium  in  Middleborough. 

The  day  household  arts  schools  continue  to  increase  both  as  to  enrolment  and 
number  of  schools.  The  average  membership  for  last  year,  1931-1932,  shows 
an  increase  of  8.6%  over  the  previous  year.  The  membership  in  the  day  household 
arts  schools  in  September,  1932,  shows  an  even  more  striking  increase,  especially 
in  the  all-day  schools.  No  doubt  some  of  these  girls  would  be  enrolled  in  contin- 
uation schools  were  they  able  to  find  emplojrment. 

New  vocational  household  arts  schools  have  been  established  in  the  high  schools 
at  Southbridge  and  Townsend. 

The  Essex  County  Homemaking  School  has  organized  a  second  class  for  high 
school  graduates.  This  group  includes  several  girls  who  have  attended  State 
Teachers  Colleges  for  one  year  or  more.  Hence  the  girls  of  this  group  are  for  the 
most  part  more  mature  and  have  had  more  educational  background  than  the  other 
girls  in  the  school.  An  opportunity  for  a  strictly  vocational  and  related  program 
has  been  afforded  these  girls. 

Townsend  has  added  practical  art  work  to  its  educational  program,  offering  a 
unit  of  instruction  in  clothing. 

Quincy  has  extended  its  practical  art  program  to  include  a  unit  of  instruction  in 
foods  for  men  pupils.  These  men  are  officers  in  the  National  Guard  of  K  Company, 
101st  Infantry,  and  were  especially  anxious  to  receive  instruction  in  camp  cookery 
and  meal  preparation  on  a  quantity  basis. 

The  following  units  in  the  practical  art  program  have  been  temporarily  discon- 
tinued: Decoration  in  Holyoke  and  Waltham,  dressmaking  in  Beverly,  and  foods 
in  Beverly  and  Leominster. 

For  financial  reasons  the  entire  practical  art  programs  have  been  temporarily 
discontinued  in  the  following  communities:  Chicopee,  Gloucester,  Lowell,  North 
Attleborough,  Norwood,  Salem,  Taunton,  Webster,  Weymouth,  and  Worcester 
(School  Committee). 

P re-Employment  Teacher-Training  and  Training  Teachers  in  Service 
Pre-Employment  Teacher-Training.  —  In  June,  1932,  Framingham  State  Teachers 
College  graduated  from  the  four-year  vocational  household  arts  course  teachers 
qualified  for  teaching  in  vocational  and  continuation  schools. 

During  the  year  1931-1932,  the  same  opportunity  as  in  1930-1931  for  apprentice 
teaching  for  periods  of  nine  weeks  was  given  to  vocational  household  arts  students 
in  the  Quincy  and  New  Bedford  Vocational  Schools;  also  the  Springfield  Technical 
and  Commercial  High  Schools.  Trade  experience  was  also  obtained  in  Boston  at 
the  Trade  School  for  Girls,  the  Women's  City  Club,  and  the  Women's  Educational 
and  Industrial  Union. 
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In  Boston,  during  the  school  year,  an  eighty-hour  teacher-training  course  was 
conducted  for  qualified  practical  art  candidates.  At  the  Fitchburg  Summer  School, 
the  usual  teacher-training  courses  were  conducted  for  candidates  qualified  for 
teaching  respectively  in  trade,  continuation,  or  household  arts  schools,  or  practical 
art  classes  for  women. 

These  training  courses  dealt  with  the  aims,  problems,  and  methods  of  teaching, 
including  practice  teaching,  in  the  respective  types  of  school.  The  summer  school 
courses  extended  over  a  two  or  four-week  period. 

Training  Teachers  in  Service.  —  Local  and  State  authorities  have  co-operated  in 
helping  teachers  to  plan  beneficial  professional  improvement  programs.  Many  of 
the  teachers,  longest  in  service,  have  continued  to  carry  on  some  of  the  most  pro- 
gressive and  useful  programs  of  research  and  study  relating  to  their  work. 

During  the  school  year  1931-1932,  the  women  supervisors  made  436  visits  to 
continuation  and  vocational  schools  for  girls  and  women,  948  visits  to  individual 
teachers,  and  rendered  special  service  to  167  teachers  both  in  connection  with 
school  visits  and  in  office  conferences.  These  contacts  by  the  State  supervisors 
are  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  local  authorities  and  teachers  in  maintaining  and 
promoting  satisfactory  standards  of  work. 

The  "News  Letter  for  Practical  Art  Classes  for  Women,"  reporting  experiences 
of  classes  and  status  of  work  in  localities,  and  dealing  with  teaching  problems  and 
suggestions  for  the  teachers,  continued  with  issues  in  March  and  November.  The 
response  from  localities  and  teachers  indicates  that  the  "News  Letter"  has  been 
helpful  in  developing  and  unifying  the  program  of  homemaking  instruction  for 
adults. 

An  outline  based  on  the  principles  of  line  and  color  and  their  application  to  home 
decoration  problems,  and  one  on  related  dress  design  were  prepared  especially  for 
use  of  teachers  of  decoration  and  dressmaking  in  practical  art  classes  for  women. 

At  the  Fitchburg  summer  school,  professional  improvement  conferences  of  one, 
two  and  four  weeks  for  continuation,  household  arts,  practical  art,  and  industrial 
supervisors  and  teachers  were  held  from  July  5  to  29. 

All  conference  members  considered  activities,  problems,  and  methods  of  teaching 
in  their  respective  type  of  school  and  attended  the  forum.  During  this  forum 
period,  special  speakers  discussed  important  topics,  relating  to  the  employment  of 
women  and  girls  and  ways  and  means  of  helping  homemakers  to  become  more 
intelligent  consumers. 

Each  teacher  selected  from  the  following  program  that  which  would  be  most 
helpful  to  her  in  her  school  work : 

Mathematics,  English,  vocational  opportunities  for  women  and  girls,  tests  and 
measurements,  economics  and  business  ethics;  dressmaking  with  applied  dress 
design,  selection  and  care  of  household  fabrics  and  clothing  materials,  children's 
clothing,  nutrition,  preparation  of  economical  and  attractive  meals,  home  dec- 
oration, finishing  and  refinishing  of  furniture,  home  management,  selection  and 
care  of  household  equipment,  and  first  aid. 

This  extensive  program  was  made  possible  by  the  co-operation  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Health,  the  National  Headquarters  of  the  American  Red 
Cross,  the  industrial  and  home  economics  supervisors  of  the  Federal  Board  for 
Vocational  Education,  and  commercial  agencies. 

Eighty-eight  teachers  in  day  vocational  and  continuation  schools  of  different 
types  and  fifty  in  practical  art  classes  for  women  attended  the  professional  improve- 
ment conferences  and  teacher-training  courses  for  varying  lengths  of  time. 

ART  IN  INDUSTRY  AND  BUSINESS 
The  part-time  art  courses  in  industry  and  business,  technically  classified  as 
part-time  co-operative  schools  of  vocational  art,  have  been  carried  on  co-operatively 
between  the  Division  of  Vocational  Education  and  the  Massachusetts  School  of 
Art  as  set  up  last  year. 

The  supervisor  carried  on  a  large  part  of  the  instructional  program  in  addition 
to  organizing  and  supervising  all  courses. 

Four  instructors  in  addition  to  the  supervisor  were  employed:  three  from  the 
faculty  of  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art,  and  one  from  a  firm  of  interior  dec- 
orators. 
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Six  issues  of  the  "Art  News  Letter"  have  been  published  during  the  year  and 
distributed  to  about  400  Massachusetts  business  organizations. 

Two  evening  meetings  were  held,  free  to  merchants,  manufacturers,  and  designers, 
to  discuss  the  use  of  art  in  industry  and  business.  The  first,  devoted  to  packaging, 
and  held  at  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art,  was  attended  by  about  175  people. 
The  second,  held  during  Art  Week  in  Boston  at  the  Filene  Clothes  Institute  Lecture 
Studio,  was  devoted  to  the  study  of  "New  Ideas."  It  was  attended  by  a  group  of 
over  350  people. 

In  connection  with  this  work,  two  meetings  of  an  Advisory  Committee,  composed 
of  ten  leaders  in  the  industrial  field,  have  been  very  profitably  attended  with 
definite  and  concrete  results  which  have  been  put  to  use. 

Fourteen  classes  of  apprentices  were  held  during  the  year.  These  classes  in 
design  were  held  co-operatively  as  follows :

These  executives  met  in  the  stores  of  Wm.  Filene's  Sons  Company,  R.  H. 
White  Company,  and  Jordan  Marsh  Company,  Boston. 

During  the  year  1932,  there  was  a  total  enrolment  of  227  members  in  the  above 
co-operative  art  classes,  with  a  total  of  2,025  student  hours. 
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CONTINUATION  SCHOOLS 

These  schools  have  done  much  to  maintain  morale  among  younger  workers  who 
have  lost  their  jobs.  They  have,  directly  and  indirectly,  kept  in  or  returned  to 
the  regular  schools  many  who  would  not  have  pursued  such  a  course  in  the  absence 
of  a  continuation  school  law.  Many  former  pupils  have  turned  again  to  the  school 
for  guidance,  training,  or  placement  help  in  securing  needed  employment.  Every 
school  has  this  year,  more  than  ever  before,  been  called  upon  to  render  assistance 
of  a  strictly  social  service  nature. 

Types  of  employment  for  these  young  workers  have  changed  markedly,  and 
instruction  within  the  school  has  been  reorganized  to  meet  the  changed  conditions. 
Administrative  adjustments  occurring  in  connection  with  falling  memberships 
have  been  executed  without  materially  affecting  the  scope  of  instruction  oppor- 
tunities afforded  in  the  schools. 

Only  one  school  was  discontinued.  In  June,  1932,  Easthampton,  where  an 
excellent  school  had  been  conducted,  was  forced  by  conditions  to  curtail  all  school 
appropriations  and,  therefore,  will  not  conduct  a  continuation  school  in  1932-1933. 

The  regular  course  (120  hours)  in  the  pedagogy  of  the  continuation  school  was 
conducted  by  the  Department  at  the  State  Teachers  College,  Fitchburg,  during 
the  month  of  July.  A  professional  improvement  conference  of  all  directors  of  these 
schools  was  also  conducted  at  Fitchburg. 

During  the  school  year  1931-1932,  the  men  supervisors  made  141  visits  to  con- 
tinuation schools  and  141  visits  to  individual  teachers.  Special  service  was  ren- 
dered to  25  teachers.  During  the  year,  instruction  was  given  in  these  schools  to 
12,334  different  minors.  The  net  maintenance  reimbursement  cost  showed  a 
decrease  of  $93,034.09  from  the  figures  of  the  previous  year.  The  tuition  reim- 
bursement was  $4,278.31  less  than  for  the  preceding  year.  A  comparative  state- 
ment regarding  enrolment  and  courses  offered  in  these  schools,  as  compiled  in 
November  1921  and  1932,  follows: 
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REHABILITATION  SECTION 

Legislation 

No  new  legislation,  which  directly  affected  the  work  of  the  Rehabilitation  Sec- 
tion, was  enacted  during  the  1932  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Administration  and  Procedure 

Since  1921  the  Rehabilitation  Section  has  been  carrying  on  a  specialized  type 
of  educational  service,  strictly  vocational  in  nature,  administered  on  an  individual 
basis  adapted  to  the  needs  of  each  trainee  and  leading  to  a  reasonable  or  definite 
job  objective. 

Among  the  fundamental  services  in  a  rehabilitation  program  is  vocational  coun- 
selling and  guidance  made  necessary  by  the  varied  educational  and  industrial 
backgrounds  of  those  in  need  of  the  service.  In  many  cases  there  is  need  of  building 
up  the  morale  of  the  disabled  person  who  is  thus  re-established  in  self-confidence 
and  determination  to  reach  the  job  objective  that  has  been  selected. 

During  the  last  year  a  number  of  requests  have  been  received  from  handicapped 
persons  already  skilled  in  one  line  or  another  for  assistance  in  locating  employment. 
While  not  equipped  as  an  employment  agency,  the  Rehabilitation  Section  has 
rendered  every  possible  assistance  to  such  applicants  and  through  this  service  57 
persons  were  placed  in  employment  without  additional  special  preparation. 

Co-operation 
A  continuance  of  the  co-operation  that  has  been  received  from  the  Department 
of  Industrial  Accidents,  other  State  Departments,  public  school  officials,  employers, 
hospital  and  social  agencies  is  necessary  in  order  to  make  more  successful  the  work 
of  the  Rehabilitation  Section.  The  fact  that  so  many  employers  in  the  Common- 
wealth have  continued  their  co-operation  shows  that  they  are  convinced  of  the 
increased  efficiency  of  those  disabled  persons  whose  jobs  were  carefully  selected 
and  whose  training  was  adequate  before  placing  them  on  the  payroll. 

Maintenance 

Since  1923  the  Rehabilitation  Section  has  been  empowered  to  provide  mainte- 
nance for  trainees.  This  development  came  about  after  investigation  and  report 
by  a  special  commission  of  which  the  director  of  the  Division  of  Vocational  Educa- 
tion was  a  member.  Its  report  to  the  Legislature  resulted  in  the  enactment  of 
Chapter  434,  Acts  of  1923,  which  authorized  the  giving  of  aid  during  rehabilitation, 
under  rules  and  regulations  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  In  accordance 
with  those  rules,  applications  for  rehabilitation  aid  are  made  to  the  Rehabilitation 
Section.  These  applications  are  honored  only  from  persons  eligible  for  and  sus- 
ceptible of  training  under  the  Rehabilitation  Section,  and  who  have  the  ability 
to  so  profit  by  the  training  as  to  justify  expenditures  from  this  fund  for  their 
maintenance.  Investigation  of  the  exact  circumstances  of  the  handicapped  person 
is  made  by  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  who  report  to  the  Rehabilitation 
Section  their  findings  as  to  the  need  of  the  rehabilitation  aid. 

Five  persons  applied  for  maintenance  during  the  year  ending  November  30, 
1932.  The  applications  were  referred  to  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for 
investigation.  Approval  was  granted  to  four  applicants  and  one  application  was 
disapproved. 

Statistics 

Covering  the  period  August,  1921,  to  November  30,  1932,  the  Rehabilitation 
Section  has  offered  its  services  to  6,707  persons  in  the  Commonwealth.  Of  that 
number  2,752  persons  have  been  registered;  1,172  persons  were  returned  to  suitable 
employment;  and  cases  of  1,133  persons  were  closed  for  various  other  reasons. 
Classification  of  registrants  is  set  out  on  page  44. 

During  the  period  December  1,  1931,  to  November  30,  1932,  153  persons  were 
entered  in  training  by  the  Rehabilitation  Section.  Public  institutions  used  in 
52.29%  of  the  cases  were  the  principal  means  of  training.  Private  institutions 
were  used  in  11.76%.  Since  the  correspondence  courses  were  almost  wholly  those 
given  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  University  Extension,  the  number  trained 
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through  them  may  be  added  to  that  trained  in  public  institutions,  showing  that 
public  educational  facilities  were  used  in  60.13%  of  the  total  number  of  training 
cases.     The  occupations  for  which  training  was  given  included  the  following:

Evaluation 

Vocational  rehabilitation  means  rendering  a  vocationally  handicapped  person 
fit  to  engage  in  a  remunerative  occupation.  Each  year  a  study  has  been  made  of 
cases  placed  in  employment  during  that  year  for  the  purpose  of  comparing  the 
earning  power  of  each  individual  before  and  after  rehabilitation. 

During  the  period  December  1,  1931,  to  November  30,  1932,  a  study  was  made 
of  106  cases  in  which  employment,  while  pursuing  a  course  of  rehabilitation,  was  a 
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feature.  The  average  weekly  earnings  of  this  group  at  the  time  of  reference  to 
the  Rehabilitation  Section  was  $2.65.  After  placement  the  average  weekly  earn- 
ings of  this  group  increased  to  $16.44.  The  increased  earnings  amount  to  $13.79 
weekly  and  represents  an  annual  payroll  of  $90,617.28.  Many  of  these  placements 
were  at  the  minunum  scale  paid  in  the  various  occupations,  and  these  earnings 
represent  much  less  than  the  ultimate  earning  power  when  complete  rehabilitation 
is  accomplished. 

Illustrative  Cases 
The  diversity  of  situations  which  must  be  met  in  rehabilitation  is  illustrated  in 
the  following  cases.     These  brief  outlines  may  serve  to  point  out  the  necessity  for 
adapting  the  rehabilitation  service  to  the  needs  of  the  particular  individuals  who 
are  eligible  for  the  guidance  and  other  help  that  is  available. 

Public  Institutional  Training 
Case  No.  1768  was  a  young  Portugese  twenty  years  old  who  had  come  to  this 
country  when  he  was  twelve.  He  attended  school  through  the  sixth  grade  and 
started  work  as  an  unskilled  laborer.  After  numerous  small  jobs,  he  worked  for 
three  days  at  temporary  "rush"  employment  at  a  leather  tannery.  The  fourth  day 
he  was  caught  in  an  embossing  machine  and  lost  all  the  fingers  on  his  right  hand. 
The  Industrial  Accident  Board  reported  this  case  to  the  Rehabilitation  Section  a 
few  weeks  after  the  accident  and  shortly  afterwards  the  young  man  called  to 
confer  as  to  what  occupations  were  possible  for  him  in  light  of  his  serious  handicap. 
His  compensation  insurance  would  continue  for  some  time  and  the  Rehabilitation 
Section  could  safelj''  plan  a  fairly  long  program.  The  young  man  readily  accepted 
the  suggestion  that  he  could  study  poultry  raising,  and  although  he  had  never 
enjoyed  school,  he  agreed  that  if  it  were  possible  to  arrange  a  suitable  plan  he 
would  attend  the  County  School  for  this  type  of  training.  With  the  school  author- 
ities, the  Rehabilitation  Section  worked  out  a  special  program,  stressing  the  prac- 
tical and  performance  side.  Under  this  regime  the  young  man  took  immediate 
hold  of  the  work  and  from  the  first  gave  faithful  attention  to  the  training.  After 
four  months,  through  the  co-operation  of  the  school,  a  placement  was  found  on  a 
farm  near  his  home.  For  a  year  the  young  man  gave  his  services  in  exchange  for 
the  opportunity  of  learning  the  work.  Throughout  that  year  the  Rehabilitation 
Section  furnished  a  monthly  lesson  by  a  tutor  from  the  school  on  some  special 
phase  of  poultry  husbandry.  At  this  lecture  the  farmer  who  was  training  the  boy 
was  privileged  to  attend.  Reports  on  the  boy's  progress  were  given  the  Rehabil- 
itation Section  regularly  by  the  agricultural  adviser.  It  was  reported  of  him  that 
"he  could  not  have  been  more  regular  in  his  hours  or  more  faithful  in  his  work  if 
paid."  In  spite  of  business  depression,  the  farmer  has  now  taken  on  the  boy  at  a 
weekly  wage  of  $10.  In  addition  to  this  wage,  the  young  man  is  still  receiving 
partial  compensation  and  is  steadily  gaining  in  the  knowledge  of  poultry  raising 
until  such  time  as  he  can  undertake  a  business  of  his  own. 

Private  Institutional  Training 
Case  No.  2430,  17  years  of  age,  was  referred  to  the  Rehabilitation  Section  because 
from  childhood  she  had  had  a  mild  form  of  heart  trouble  which  would  always 
prevent  her  from  taking  any  very  active  job.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Rehabilita- 
tion Section,  an  organization  which  had  helped  carry  the  family  financially  from 
the  time  of  the  death  of  the  girl's  father  obtained  a  promise  of  employment,  pro- 
vided the  girl  were  trained  in  hair  dressing  and  manicuring.  A  doctor's  statement 
approving  such  a  program  was  submitted  to  the  Rehabilitation  Section,  and  the 
girl  was  enrolled  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rehabilitation  Section  at  a  private 
school  where  all  forms  of  beauty  culture  are  taught.  Here  her  progress  was  regu- 
larly supervised  and  seven  months  after  beginning  training  she  was  placed  in  a 
small  neighborhood  beauty  parlor  where  she  is  paid  a  definite  percentage  of  the 
profits  and  works  under  favorable  conditions. 

Employment  Training 
As  a  result  of  an  early  infantile  paralysis.  Case  No.  2081,  19  years  of  age,  wore 
a  brace  on  his  right  leg.     He  was  unusually  sensitive  about  his  lameness  and  when, 
after  leaving  school,  he  was  unable  to  find  employment,  he  attributed  this  mis- 
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fortune  entirely  to  his  physical  handicap.  The  Rehabilitation  Section  recognized 
that  his  greatest  asset  was  his  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  shoe  repair  and 
bracemaking  which  he  had  learned  in  school.  A  dexterity  test  gave  further  assur- 
ance of  his  mechanical  aptitude.  The  Rehabilitation  Section  therefore  set  itself 
to  interest  some  employer  who  would  make  it  possible  for  this  boy  to  learn  more 
about  bracemaking  on  an  apprentice  basis  with  eventual  full-time  work  in  that 
line.  A  large  Boston  hospital  after  careful  consideration  at  last  agreed  to  try 
him  out  as  an  apprentice  in  its  bracemaking  shop.  The  hours  were  long  and  the 
first  remuneration  of  $7  a  week  small,  but  the  young  man  has  stuck  to  the  training, 
overcome  much  of  his  pessimism,  and  stands  to  earn  excellent  wages  at  such  time 
as  he  is  ready  for  more  responsibility  in  a  trade  in  which  skilled  men  are  always  in 
demand. 

Combination  Service 
Case  No.  2231  was  a  freshman  in  college  in  the  fall  of  1923.  One  day  while 
riding  a  bicycle  to  attend  classes  he  met  with  a  serious  accident  as  a  result  of  which 
his  left  foot  was  amputated  at  the  ankle.  Soon  after  the  services  of  the  Reha- 
bilitation Section  were  offered  to  him,  as  they  are  offered  to  all  who  suffer  disabling 
accidents,  and  the  first  friendly  contacts  with  the  young  man  were  established. 
Upon  his  graduation  from  college  in  1927,  the  Rehabilitation  Section  gladly  acted 
as  vocational  adviser  and  made  several  business  contacts  in  his  behalf.  After 
several  short  time  jobs  to  which,  largely  on  account  of  his  handicap,  he  was  not 
suited,  he  ultimately  faced  the  fact  that  he  needed  specialized  training  for  a  com- 
pletely sedentary  job.  This  necessity,  coupled  with  his  interest  and  excellence  in 
English  and  language  generally,  led  the  Rehabilitation  Section  to  suggest  a  course 
in  linotyping  and  proofreading.  In  order  that  he  might  benefit  by  the  most 
concentrated  and  full  training  possible,  he  was  obliged  to  travel  from  his  own 
town  and  spend  several  months  away  from  home.  The  special  provisions  under 
Chapter  434,  Acts  of  1923,  allowed  the  Rehabilitation  Section  to  provide  for  his 
maintenance  during  this  training  period  when  he  was  without  wages  and  under 
unusual  expense.  After  five  months  a  temporary  placement  with  a  reputable 
printing  house  developed  into  regular  employment  with  the  same  firm,  and  the 
young  man  is  established  with  them  as  proofreader  at  a  weekly  wage  of  $20.  His 
good  educational  background  and  his  technical  knowledge  stand  as  foundation  for 
any  advance  that  may  be  made  in  the  work. 

Placement 

After  a  struggle  against  disease,  Case  No.  2563,  23  years  old,  was  obliged  to 
submit  to  an  amputation  of  his  left  leg  above  the  knee.  For  weeks  preceding  the 
operation  he  had  been  out  of  work  and  was  without  funds  for  the  purchase  of  an 
artificial  appliance  and  without  plans  for  future  employment.  A  representative 
of  the  Rehabilitation  Section  learned  of  his  situation  and  had  several  conferences 
with  him  in  the  hope  of  working  out  a  training  program.  He  was  a  young  man  of 
high  school  training  with  little  knowledge  of  the  trades  and  lacking  the  aggression 
for  a  position  as  a  salesman.  The  Rehabilitation  Section  interviewed  the  firms 
for  which  the  young  man  had  worked  prior  to  his  illness  in  the  hope  that  with  one 
of  them  an  employment  training  program  might  prove  feasible.  The  story  of  the 
young  man's  difficulties  interested  the  manager  of  the  mill  in  which  the  boy  had 
found  his  first  job,  and  with  a  little  planning  he  found  that  it  would  be  possible  for 
the  young  man  to  work  on  a  machine  at  which  he  could  be  seated  a  large  part  of 
the  time.  With  this  job  objective  in  view,  the  Rehabilitation  Section  was  able  to 
meet  one  half  of  the  cost  of  the  artificial  leg  and  with  prospects  of  employment  the 
young  man  through  friends  raised  the  other  half.  Duly  fitted  with  the  appliance, 
he  has  since  that  time  worked  regularly  as  a  machine  operator  at  a  wage  of  $14  a 
week. 

Correspondence  Training 

Coming  as  a  boy  from  Denmark,  Case  No.  2549,  worked  for  twenty  years  in  the 
United  States  as  a  machinist.  Following  an  industrial  accident  in  the  course  of 
this  employment,  he  lost  his  left  hand  at  the  wrist.  He  had  worked  on  the  repair 
of  boilers  and  engines,  although  he  had  done  no  operating  of  them.  Business  fell 
off  considerably  and,  out  of  employment,  he  came  to  confer  with  the  Rehabilitation 
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Section.  After  consultation  with  them  it  was  felt  that  his  best  hope  of  advance- 
ment lay  in  his  securing  further  knowledge  in  regard  to  operating  boilers  and  engines 
and  in  preparing  himself  to  pass  the  examination  for  a  fireman's  license,  as  a  first 
step  toward  the  rating  of  engineer.  His  former  employers  agreed  that,  should  he 
so  qualify,  they  would  give  him  employment,  and  he  was  accordingly  enrolled  by 
the  Rehabilitation  Section  in  a  correspondence  course  in  practical  steam  engineering, 
offered  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  University  Extension.  In  this  course  he 
received  excellent  grades  and,  following  it,  appKed  for  and  obtained  a  fireman's 
license  as  the  first  step  in  the  program.  His  employers  then  took  him  on  as  a 
fireman  at  a  wage  of  $21  a  week.  At  his  own  expense  he  has  now  enrolled  in  a 
second  course  in  steam  boilers,  so  that,  after  a  year's  experience  which  he  is  now 
acquiring,  he  will  be  able  to  apply  for  a  higher  license  and  thus  be  assured  of  a 
more  responsible  position  in  this  new  field  in  spite  of  his  handicap. 

Rehabilitations 
Complete  rehabilitation  was  effected  in  106  cases  during  the  year  ending  Novem- 
ber 30,  1932. 

DIVISION  OF  UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 

The  Division  of  University  Extension  has  enrolled  for  instruction  471,379 
students  since  its  establishment  in  1916.  In  the  past  fiscal  year  instruction  was 
given  to  30,970  students,  of  which  3,043  were  in  correspondence  courses,  27,850  in 
extension  classes,  and  77  in  courses  broadcast  by  radio.  As  compared  with  the 
enrolments  in  the  preceding  year,  the  number  in  correspondence  courses  shows  a 
decrease  of  23  per  cent,  class  enrolments  a  decrease  of  16  per  cent,  and  radio  courses 
a  decrease  of  57  per  cent. 

These  decreases,  occurring  in  a  depression  year,  may  be  attributed  to  several 
causes.  The  charges  for  State  extension  courses,  by  correspondence  and  in  class, 
though  nominal  in  comparison  with  the  cost  of  private  instruction,  are  sufficiently 
high  to  exclude  persons  of  uncertain  or  limited  income.  The  enrolment  in  courses 
offered  especially  for  teachers  has  been  noticeably  affected  by  salary  reductions, 
voluntary  welfare  contributions,  irregular  payment  of  salaries  due,  and  withdrawal 
of  professional  improvement  incentives  of  higher  classification  and  salary  increases. 
Because  October,  the  month  in  which  the  greatest  number  of  extension  classes  open, 
had  an  unusually  heavy  rainfall  (7.18  inches  as  against  the  average  of  3.40  inches) 
and  particularly  because  of  several  especially  severe  storms  that  happened  just 
at  the  time  people  were  leaving  work  or  home  to  go  to  classes,  the  enrolment  during 
October  was  much  smaller  than  it  would  have  been  under  normal  weather  condi- 
tions. Many  of  the  unemployed  who  attended  the  free  courses  offered  for  their 
benefit  by  the  educational  institutions  in  Boston  and  in  other  cities  would,  prob- 
ably, in  less  difficult  times,  have  enrolled  in  State  extension  courses.  The  response 
of  adults  to  educational  opportunities  is  conditioned  by  many  factors  quite  apart 
from  their  desire  for  the  instruction. 

In  times  of  widespread  unemployment,  the  need  for  providing  adequate  oppor- 
tunities for  adult  education  and  for  encouraging  adults  to  make  use  of  them  is  ever 
greater  than  in  normal  times.  This  fact  was  evidently  recognized  by  the  special 
committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  appointed  during  this  year  to  study 
the  State  budget  and  report  possible  economies.  The  report  of  this  committee 
included  the  following  statement  for  the  guidance  of  the  legislature  in  regard  to 
education:  "We  feel  very  strongly  that  everything  possible  should  be  done  to 
assist  evening  students  in  all  schools  .  .  .  Those  who  are  willing  to  give  up 
their  evenings  to  study  in  an  effort  to  improve  their  condition  in  life  should  be 
encouraged  to  the  utmost."  In  another  part  of  this  report  there  is  the  following 
statement  regarding  the  support  that  should  be  given  to  the  work  of  this  division : 
"The  University  Extension  service,  contrary  to  the  opinion  of  many,  is  carried  on 
under  the  State  Department  of  Education  on  a  basis  that  is  very  nearly  self-sus- 
taining. The  Committee  believes  that  these  courses  are  of  great  value  and  should 
be  continued  on  their  present  basis." 

These  statements  are  given  added  weight  because  of  their  being  made  by  a 
committee  whose  chief  intent  and  purpose  was  to  discover  ways  and  means  of 
reducing  the  State's  expenditures.     In  some  cases,  this  committee  has  seen  fit  to 
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recommend  the  abolishment  and  in  others  a  drastic  curtailment  of  some  tax- 
supported  activities;  and  yet  it  has  thought  it  wise  in  the  progress  of  its  report  to 
pause  and  endorse,  even  encourage,  the  efforts  of  adults  to  obtain  spare  time  training 
for  the  profitable  use  of  leisure  time. 

The  division  expended  $180,220.81  to  carry  on  its  activities  during  the  year  but 
returned  $149,295.04  to  the  State  treasury  in  receipts  for  enrolment  charges  for 
courses  and  for  other  educational  services,  thus  making  the  net  cost  to  the  Com- 
monwealth $30,935.77.     The  cost  per  student  was  approximately  $1. 

North  Adams  Correspondence  Courses 
In  September,  1932,  the  State  Teachers  College  at  North  Adams  discontinued 
its  bureau  of  correspondence  instruction  and  transferred  its  correspondence  courses 
to  the  division.  The  Teachers  College  had  been  conducting  correspondence 
courses  since  1911  as  a  special  service  for  teachers  in  rural  districts  and  remote 
sections  of  the  State  who,  because  of  their  distance  from  populous  centers,  were 
cut  off  from  the  more  usual  forms  of  professional  improvement.  Approximately 
three  thousand  teachers  during  these  twenty-one  years  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  of  taking  by  correspondence  instruction  the  courses  in  psychology, 
methods  and  principles  of  teaching,  and  other  subjects  of  the  normal  school  cur- 
riculum, and  of  securing  at  their  successful  completion  credit  toward  the  State 
normal  school  diploma.  In  recent  years,  because  of  the  increased  and  more  wide- 
spread opportunities  for  professional  improvement  through  extension  classes  and 
summer  schools,  and  the  better  facilities  for  travel  that  have  brought  many  of  the 
former  remote,  rural  districts  within  easy  reach  of  populous  centers,  the  number 
of  teachers  taking  professional  improvement  courses  by  correspondence  instruction 
has  decreased.  The  lessened  need  for  this  service  and  the  necessity  for  reducing 
expenses  at  the  Teachers  College  made  it  advisable  to  transfer  the  correspondence 
courses  to  the  division  which  could  absorb  them  in  its  own  large  offering  of  cor- 
respondence instruction  at  no  additional  expense  to  the  Commonwealth. 

In  the  section  of  the  annual  report  devoted  to  the  statistics  of  the  division,  a 
table  has  been  included  in  previous  years  on  the  enrolment  in  the  correspondence 
courses  at  North  Adams.  This  table  will  no  longer  be  given  because  the  enrol- 
ments in  these  courses  formerly  offered  at  North  Adams  will  be  included  in  the 
statistics  of  the  correspondence  courses  offered  by  the  division. 

Free  Correspondence  Instruction 

The  law  authorizing  the  division  to  provide  correspondence  instruction,  free 
of  charge,  to  inmates  of  county  and  State  hospitals  and  sanatoria.  State  correc- 
tional institutions,  the  State  Infirmary,  and  federal  hospitals  located  within  the 
Commonwealth  has  been  in  force  since  August,  1931.  Under  this  authorization, 
the  division  has  given  free  correspondence  instruction  on  2,237  lessons  submitted 
by  480  inmates  of  these  institutions.  The  lessons  of  these  students  show  that  they 
are  interested  in  study  and  are  eager  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to 
receive  instruction.  Their  work  compares  favorably  with  that  of  other  corres- 
pondence students  in  regularity,  in  careful  preparation,  and  in  scholarship. 

The  following  tabulation  indicates  the  various  institutions  in  which  inmates 
are  receiving  correspondence  instruction  without  charge  and  the  number  of  courses 
for  which  the  inmates  have  registered.

The  courses  which  have  been  in  greatest  demand  by  these  students  are  elementary 
English,  practical  applied  mathematics,  shorthand,  accounting,  bookkeeping, 
salesmanship,  and  drawing. 

The  correspondence  instruction  provided  by  the  division  under  this  law  may 
be  conservatively  estimated  as  representing  a  monetary  value  of  $1,500.  There 
is  no  yardstick,  however,  for  measuring  the  value  of  this  service  to  the  inmates  in 
increased  occupational  efficiency,  in  awakened  ambition,  in  new  worthwhile  interests, 
and  in  better  morale. 

Under  the  present  law,  inmates  of  only  State  correctional  institutions  may  receive 
free  correspondence  instruction.  It  is  probable  that  the  General  Court  will  soon 
amend  the  law  to  include  inmates  of  county  correctional  institutions  in  the  provision 
for  free  correspondence  instruction. 

Education  for  Unemployed  Persons 
During  the  winter  and  early  spring  of  1932,  the  colleges,  universities,  and  tech- 
nical schools  in  greater  Boston  co-operated  in  offering  a  series  of  courses  in  avoca- 
tional  and  commercial  subjects  for  unemployed  adults.  The  instruction  was  given 
by  volunteers  from  the  faculties  of  the  co-operating  institutions  without  other 
charge  to  the  students  than  a  registration  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  The  classes 
met  in  the  day,  usually  late  afternoon,  in  centrally  located  buildings  in  the  business 
section  of  Boston  and  in  several  conveniently  located  public  and  private  schools. 
Over  3,000  unemployed  persons  enrolled  in  these  classes.  The  distribution  of  men 
and  women  was  about  equal. 

The  principal  object  of  the  committee  in  charge  of  this  program  was  to  help 
unemployed  men  and  women  to  maintain  their  morale  and  general  faith  in  them- 
selves by  giving  them  definite  worthwhile  interests  with  which  actively  to  occupy 
their  minds.  The  courses  offered  included  those  of  a  cultural  nature,  such  as 
appreciation  of  art  and  music,  choral  singing,  literature,  metal  work,  and  plastic 
arts,  as  well  as  a  wide  variety  of  practical  subjects  intended  to  help  persons  become 
better  qualified  in  fields  in  which  they  had  previous  experience  or  partial  training. 
The  most  popular  practical  subjects  were  accounting,  retail  selling,  typewriting, 
and  stenographic  dictation. 

Co-operation  with  Other  Educational  Institutions 
For  a  number  of  years  the  division  has  had  the  co-operation  of  the  Committee 
on  University  Extension  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  Colleges  in  the  offering  of 
courses  that  did  not  yield  receipts  in  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  cost  of  instruc- 
tion and  overhead  expenses.  This  co-operation  has  been  helpful  to  the  division 
for  the  reason  that  it  has  permitted  the  use  of  its  appropriation  almost  exclusively 
for  projects  that  were  self-supporting.  This  University  Extension  Committee  is 
provided  annually  with  small  appropriations  from  each  of  the  colleges  in  the 
Connecticut  Valley  so  that  it  is  sometimes  able  to  finance  courses  for  which  there 
is  little  demand  and  for  which  the  receipts  do  not  quite  cover  the  actual  cost  of 
instruction. 

A  course  on  Child  Welfare,  planned  for  those  engaged  in  social  service  work 
with  children  and  for  others  preparing  themselves  for  such  work  under  private  or 
public  agencies,  was  given  at  Lowell  in  the  winter  of  1932  through  the  co-operative 
efforts  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare, 
and  the  Department  of  Education,  Division  of  University  Extension.  The  nine 
lectures  in  the  course  were  given  by  various  experts  connected  with  the  three  co- 
operating State  departments;  the  course  leader  was  from  the  faculty  of  the  State 
Teachers  College  at  Lowell.  Approximately  125  students  attended  the  lectures; 
31  students  took  the  course  for  college  credit. 
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The  division  co-operated  with  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  College  at  Amherst  in  offering  four  advanced  courses  in  education  during  the 
summer  of  1932.  The  courses  were  given  at  the  College  by  members  of  the  faculty. 
Registration  in  the  courses  totaled  110.  The  courses  were  of  college  grade  and 
carried  credit  toward  undergraduate  (Bachelor  of  Science)  and  graduate  (Master 
of  Science)  degrees  at  Massachusetts  State  College. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Speech  Readers  Guild  of  Boston,  the  division  offered 
a  course  on  Everyday  Psychology  for  the  members  of  that  guild.  The  instructor 
spoke  into  a  microphone  of  an  amplifier  and  the  students  were  equipped  with  ear- 
phones. Thirty-seven  students  attended  the  course;  five  students  completed  the 
required  work  for  one  semester  hour  of  college  credit. 

New  and  Revised  Courses 

Instruction  in  the  following  subjects  was  given  by  the  division  for  the  first 
time  during  the  past  year  to  University  Extension  class  students :  Activities  in  the 
Primary  Grades,  Adult  Continuation  Education,  Commercial  Radio  Operating, 
Correction  of  Speech  Defects,  Descriptive  Geometry,  Economic  Reconstruction, 
Editing  Manuscript  Copy,  Extra-Intra-Curricular  Activities,  Government  and  the 
Citizen,  Handwork  Projects  for  Special  Class  Pupils,  High  Pressure  Processes  in 
Chemistry,  House  Repairs,  Human  Nature  and  Society,  Judging  Personality, 
Literature  for  Recreation,  Normal  Youth  and  Its  Everyday  Problems,  Philosophy 
of  Literature,  Preparation  of  Technical  Reports,  Present  Day  Economic  Problems, 
Problems  in  the  Teaching  of  Literature,  Radio  Advertising,  Roman  Life  as  Por- 
trayed in  Roman  Literature,  School  Journalism,  Sketching  and  Painting  for  Rec- 
reation, Sound  Reproduction  Theory,  Survey  of  Current  Practices  in  Science 
Teaching,  Teaching  Retarded  Children,  Television,  Textile  Analysis  and  Micro- 
scopy, Thinking  in  Business,  Travelers'  Italian,  Understanding  the  Crippled  Child, 
Vocabulary  Building  for  Business  Men  and  Women,  and  Voice  Training  for 
Teachers. 

Two  new  correspondence  courses  —  Air  Conditioning,  Part  II,  and  Criminal 
Law  and  Police  Procedure,  Part  II,  —  were  added  during  the  past  year.  The 
following  correspondence  courses  have  undergone  revision:  Electrical  Drafting, 
Engineering  Thermodynamics,  Heating  and  Ventilating,  and  Highway  Construction 
and  Maintenance. 

Visual  Education 

The  visual  library,  maintained  by  the  division  as  an  educational  service,  fur- 
nished motion  pictures,  stereopticon  slides,  and  charts  for  402  showings  in  81 
centers  of  the  State  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  Most  of  these  showings  were 
requested  by  schools  using  the  visual  materials  for  instructional  purposes.  The 
receipts  from  this  service  amounted  to  $4,418.61.  The  largest  addition  to  the 
library  this  year  was  the  acquisition  of  110  new  Eastman  films,  making  a  total  of 
166  that  the  division  has  now  secured  of  these  well-known  educational  films. 

Adult  Alien  Education 

During  the  school  year  1931-32,  1,101  classes,  with  a  total  enrolment  of  21,170 
students,  were  conducted.  These  figures  represent  a  small  decrease  over  those  of 
the  preceding  year.  In  the  evening  schools  there  were  660  classes  with  a  regis- 
tration of  14,082  students;  there  were  85  factory  classes  with  1,376  students;  163 
home  classes  with  1,649  students;  and  193  neighborhood  and  club  classes  with 
4,063  students. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  enrolment  in  these  classes  is  being  maintained  at  a 
high  point,  despite  restrictions  upon  immigration  which  have  reduced  to  a  min- 
imum the  influx  of  aliens.  The  immigrant  has  continued  to  have  a  keen  interest 
in  education,  and  the  standards  of  instruction  have  shown  steady  and  praiseworthy 
improvement. 

In  the  fall  of  1932,  the  effects  of  drastic  municipal  economy  began  to  be  felt  in 
the  withdrawal  of  opportunities  in  adult  alien  education.  According  to  reports 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  in  1932,  English  and  citizenship  classes  for  adult 
aliens  were  closed  entirely  in  five  cities  and  eighteen  towns  that  had  been  operating 
in  the  preceding  year  under  Chapter  69,  sections  9  and  10.     Thirty-three  cities  and 
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thirty-four  towns,  however,  were  still  maintaining  Americanization  work  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  the  industrial  depression  caused  a  reduction  in  the  number 
of  factory  classes  during  the  year.  These  classes,  which  have  the  support  of  plant 
executives  and  foremen,  are  conducted  within  the  plant  itself  under  the  auspices 
of  the  public  schools,  with  trained  teachers  provided  by  the  school  system  and 
with  instruction  offered  at  convenient  hours.  The  industrial  class  program  in 
Massachusetts,  which  has  always  had  the  enthusiastic  co-operation  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Industries  of  Massachusetts,  remains,  despite  curtailment,  an  outstanding 
accomplishment. 

Home  classes  for  mothers,  many  of  whom  are  illiterate  or  of  limited  educational 
attainment  at  the  tune  of  enrolment,  have  suffered  a  slight  decline  during  the 
school  year.  A  reduction  in  this  type  of  Americanization  work  is  particularly 
unfortunate  for  several  reasons.  Large  numbers  of  mothers  are  entirely  unable 
to  attend  school-house  classes.  They  require,  furthermore,  special  methods  of 
teaching  which  are  made  possible  in  the  home  class.  Not  only  do  the  teachers 
provide  instruction  in  English,  but  they  are  constantly  acting  as  sympathetic, 
friendly  advisers  by  giving  information  about  the  unfamiliar  customs  of  American 
life  and  by  helping  the  mother  and  family  in  making  adjustments  to  this  new  life. 

The  club  and  afternoon  school  classes  have  continued  to  attract  large  registration 
because  of  their  convenience  and  familiar  environment.  Experience  over  many 
years  has  proved  beyond  question  the  advantages  of  factory,  home,  club,  and 
neighborhood  classes,  both  in  themselves  and  as  preparation  for  enrolment  in 
evening  schools. 

The  generous  contributions  from  co-operating  agencies  to  the  program  of  adult 
alien  education  have  continued  without  abatement.  Conferences,  public  meetings, 
prizes,  entertainments,  and  active  personal  assistance,  are  cited  as  evidences  of 
the  valuable  co-operation  rendered  by  such  organizations  as  women's  clubs,  service 
clubs,  racial  societies,  welfare  organizations,  state  departments,  and  others. 

The  previous  report  referred  to  the  needs  of  a  large  number  of  students  who  have 
completed  the  courses  of  the  so-called  Americanization  program.  The  name 
"adult  continuation  (or  intermediate)  education"  has  been  given  to  this  next  step 
in  adult  learning.  It  "bridges  the 'gap"  between  basic  elementary  education  and 
the  whole  field  of  formal  and  informal  educational  opportunity  in  academic,  voca- 
tional, and  avocational  subjects  available  in  evening  schools  and  University 
Extension  courses.  A  tentative  course  of  study,  including  everyday  economics, 
everyday  science,  everyday  civics,  everyday  arithmetic,  English  structure,  liter- 
ature, and  educational  guidance  has  been  issued  during  the  year.  Although  the 
program  of  adult  continuation  education  is  rather  new,  there  were  during  the  year 
at  least  35  classes  of  this  type,  with  an  enrolment  of  about  700  students.  The 
entire  program,  as  it  is  designed  and  executed,  provides  an  intelligent  interpretation 
of  American  economic,  political,  cultural,  and  social  ideals,  and  hence  makes  for 
better  citizenship.     Its  interesting  possibilities  have  attracted  widespread  attention. 

Teacher  training  courses  entitled,  "Problems  and  Procedures  in  Adult  Alien 
Education,"  were  given,  as  in  preceding  years,  in  several  communities  during  the 
year  and  at  Hyannis  and  Boston  during  the  summer.  A  summer  course  in 
"Adult  Continuation  Education"  was  also  given  in  Boston.

IV.     Certification  of  Teachers  for  State-aided  High  Schools 

Teachers  in  State-aided  high  schools  (of  which  there  were  28  in  the  year  1931- 
32)  are  required  by  section  12,  chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws,  to  hold  certificates 
issued  by  the  Department  of  Education.  Teachers  in  other  high  schools  and 
teachers  in  elementary  schools  are  not  required  to  hold  State  certificates.  Appli- 
cants are  usually  issued  certificates  on  credentials  without  examination. 

The  Department  recently  adopted  the  additional  regulation  in  connection  with 
teachers'  certificates,  that  such  certificates  would  be  issued  only  to  teachers  in  the 
State-aided  high  schools  of  Massachusetts  or  to  bona  fide  candidates  for  positions 
in  such  schools. 

Two  classes  of  certificates  are  now  granted,  namely,  term  and  special.  A  general 
certificate  was  granted  prior  to  July  1,  1912.  The  requirements  for  these  certifi- 
cates are  stated  in  a  circular  of  information  which  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Department  of  Education. 

The  total  number  of  high  school  teachers'  certificates  granted  up  to  December 
1,  1932,  was  as  follows: 

General,  587;  Preliminary,  1,183;  Special,  907;  Term,  1,628;  Life,  6.  Total 
4,311.

Part  II 
Introduction 

Previous  to  1929  the  statistics  in  the  Annual  Reports  had  been  presented  on 
the  basis  of  eight  elementary  grades  and  four  high  school  grades.  The  junior 
high  school  has  been  introduced  into  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  to  the 
extent  that,  at  the  present  time,  more  than  half  of  the  pupils  in  grades  7,  8,  and  9 
are  in  school  systems  in  which  the  junior  high  school  has  been  established. 

In  this  Report  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1932,  statistics  for  those  towns 
stUl  on  the  8-4  plan  of  organization  are  reported  as  heretofore.  In  the  case  of 
towns  haAdng  the  junior  high  school  unit,  the  statistics  are  reported  (in  accordance 
with  a  ruling  of  this  department  for  more  uniform  classification),  on  the  6-3-3 
plan. 

In  the  case  of  cities  or  towns  having  the  6-2-4  system,  superintendents  have 
allocated  statistics,  both  financial  and  vital,  to  fit  in  with  the  6-3-3  or  8-4  plan. 

There  are  school  systems  organized  on  the  6-6  basis,  the  high  school  offering 
six  years  of  work.  Such  schools  have  been  included  with  the  6-3-3  organizations. 
Columns  51  to  53,  inclusive,  designate  the  exact  plan  of  organization  in  effect  in 
each  city  or  town.
